A  nationwide  security  alert 
was  announced  yesterday  after 
the  discovery  of  two  bombs 
outside  Chelsea  Barracks.  The 
Irish  National  Liberation  .Army 
said  it  was  responsible. 

The  devices  totalled  40Ibs  of 
explosive  and  anti-terrorist 
experts  believe  that  although 
very  crude,  they  were  the  work 
of  INL.A,  which  has  not 
operated  on  the  British  main¬ 
land  since  1980. 

Scotland  Yard  is  optimistic, 
however,  that  the  bombs  were  a 
comment  on  the  Anglo-Irish 
talks  rather  than  the  beginning 
of  a  Christmas  terror  campaign. 

The  bombs  were  found  on 
Monday  in  two  holdalls  among 
leaves  close  to  the  main  gate  of 
the  barracks,  which  is  the  base 
of  the  Grenadier  Guards  and  a 
signals  regiment. 

The  bombs  were  defused  by 
army  explosives  experts  using 
robots  after  the  area  round  the 
barracks  dose  to  Sloanc  Square 
were  evacuated. 

One  of  the  holdalls  held 
about  301b  of  explosives  and  the 
second  had  about  101b.  The 
timers  used  alarm  clocks  and 
the  devices  would  have  ex¬ 
ploded  at  some  time  on 
Monday  night. 

Scotland  Yard  ruled  out  any 
connection  between  the  bombs 
and  the  procession  from  nearby 
Victoria  Station  to  Buckingham 
Palace  during  the  state  visit  of 
the  Emir  of  Qatar.  Nonetheless 
police  security  during  the 
procession  was  tight  and  armed 
officers  were  on  duty. 

INLA’s  biggest  attack  on  the 
British  mainland  came  in  1979 
when  a  car  bomb  killed  Airey 
Neave,  then  Secretary  of  State 
for  Northern  Ireland,  in  the 
House  of  Commons  car  park. 
The  next  year  INLA  claimed 
responsibility  for  two  bombs  at 
an  army  camp  at  Neiheravon, 
Wiltshire,  which  damaged  huts 
and  injured  two  soldiers. 

Although  it  has  kept  a  low 
profile  on  the  mainland  since 
then,  the  INLA  is  one  of  the 
most  violent  terrorist  groups 
spawned  in  1 6  years  of  troubles. 

Founded  in.  1975,  its  history 
has  been  dominated  by  a  scries 
of  vicious  leadership  feuds 
including  clashes  between  rival 
fections  after  the  arrest  and 
imprisonment  of  the  alleged 
Chief  of  Staff  Dominic  McG- 
linchey. 

These  were  followed  by’  death 
threats  and  attempts  to  kill 
leading  members  of  the  Irish 
Republican  Socialist  Party,  the 
INLA’s  political  wing. 

The  INLA  has  been  badly  hit 
by  supergrasses  and  only  yester¬ 
day,  judgement  was  reserved  in 
the  trial  of  27  men  implicated 
by  Harry  Kirkpatrick,  an  rNlA 
assistant  operations  officer. 

The  organization  is  thought 
to  have  fewer  than  40  active 
members.  It  was  responsible  for 
30  killings  in  1982,  maiding  the 
Droppin  Well  disco  bombing  an 
the  murder  of  three  Protestants 
at  prayer  in  an  isolated  Pente¬ 
costal  Hall

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Embryo 
screening 
‘could  cut 
handicaps’

The  birth  of  thousands  of 
severely  handicapped  children 
could  be  avoided  in  the  next  few 
years  through  developments  in 
test-tube  baby  techniques, 
experts  predicted  yesterday. 

At  least  50  types  of  congeni¬ 
tal  disease  may  eventually  be 
detectable  by  “pre-embryo 
screening"  within  the  first  few 
days  after  fertilization,  they 
said. 

Disorders  that  could  be 
detected  among  couples  at  risk 
include  muscular  dis  trophy, 
cystic  fibrosis  and  Down's 
syndrome  and  were  among 
those  which  cause  almost  half 
of  childhood  deaths. 

Tbe  prospects  were  outlined 
yesterday  at  the  launch  of 

Progress,  an  organization 
formed  to  protect  controlled 
research  into  human 
j  reproduction. 

It  is  being  supported  by  the 
British  Medical  Association, 
the  National  Association  for 
the  Childless,  12  other  groups, 
members  of  parliament  and 
leading  doctors  and  scientists. 

Delegates  from  Progress  are 
meeting  Mr  Barney  Hayhoe, 
Minister  for  Health,  today  to 
ask  him  to  set  op  a  government 
working  party  to  investigate  the 
potential  benefits  of  in-vitro 
fertilization  (TVF)  research.

Four  jailed  for 
supplying  hard 
drugs  to  students 

From  Tim  Jones,  Gloucester 


Four  young  drug  dealers  were 
jailed  yesterday  after  being  told 
by  a  judge  at  Gloucester  Crown 
Court  that  they  had  enabled 
others  to  obtain  drugs,  causing 
them  untold  misery'. 

Their  activities  led  to  wide- 
scale  drug-taking  by  students  at 
foe  Royal  Agricultural  College. 
Cirencester,  where  Captain 
Mark  Phillips  was  once  a 
student,  and  which  has  the 
Prince  of  Wales  as  its  patron. 

Judge  Gabriel  Hurton  said: 
“Heroin  and  cocaine,  both  class 
A  drugs,  are  killers.  The  use  of 
them  causes  misery,  degra¬ 
dation  and  often  death  to  the 
people  who  use  them,  and 
brings  untold  misery  not  only  to 
them,  but  to  their  families". 

Lucy  French,  aged  24,  of 
Ashmore  Farm,  Meopham, 
Kent,  stood  motionless  as  the 
judge  said  people  who  supplied 
hard  drugs  could  expect  10  go  to 
prison  for  substantial  periods. 

French,  well  known  among 
the  point-to-point  riding  frater¬ 
nity,  had  pleaded  guilty  to  14 
charges  of  possessing  *  and 
supplying  drugs,  and  had  asked 
for  103  other  offences  10  be 
considered.  She  was  sentenced 
to  three  and  a  half  years’ 
imprisonment. 

Her  fellow  students  at  foe 
college,  David  West,  aged  21,  of 
Staplehurst,  Kent,  who  had 
introduced  French  to  cocaine 
and  supplied  it  at  the  college, 
admitted  seven  offences  and 
asked  for  another  20  to  be  taken 
into  account.  He  was  sentenced 
to  two  and  a  half  years* 
imprisonment. 


Piers  Ritchley-Pritchard, 
aged  24,  of  Nether  Lypiatt, 
Gloucestershire.  was  sen¬ 
tenced  to  eighteen  months  after 
admitting  force  offences,  and 
asking  for  another  13  to  be 
taken  into  account,  and  Jona¬ 
than  Peat,  aged  22.  of  Holly 
Mount,  Hampstead,  north 
London,  who  pleaded  guilty  to 
five  offences  was  jailed  for  two 
years. 

Mr  Vic  Hughes,  the  college 
principal,  said  yesterday;  “It 
was  an  evil  thing,  and  I  hope 
foe  sentences  deter  any  others 
who  may  be  tempted.” 

Judge’s  warning 
on  contempt

Con  Hiding  reports  on  the 
situation  in  Liberia  indicate  a 
coup  attempt  that  may  not  have 
succeeded. 

The  Christian  Radio  Station 
Elwa,  broadcasting  from  the 
outskirts  of  Monrovia,  reported 
yesterday  morning  that  General 
Thomas  Quiwonkpa,  an  army 
officer  living  in  exile,  had 
surrounded  the  capital  with 
“patriotic  forces’*  intent  on 
seizing  power  from  General 
Samuel  Doe,  a  comrade-in- 
arms  in  the  1980  coup. 

A  taped  message  played 
throughout  the  day  and  inter¬ 
spersed  with  martial  music  said 
that  General  Quiwonkpa  had 
come  to  “liberate  the  Liberian 
people  from  fear,  brutality,  and 
tyranny".  He  called  on  the 
armed  forces,  police,  students 
and  workers  to  suport  his  coup 
attempt. 

He  said  the  country’s  borders 
and  international  airport  had 
been  closed  and  a  dusk-to-dawn 
curfew  imposed.  Anyone  caught 
''rioting  or  looting  would  race 
the  full  force  of  the  law". 

A  later  broadcast  called  on 
the  armed  forces  to  arrest  any 
ministers  or  officials  of  the  Doe 
government.  General  Doe,  he 
said,  “is  in  hiding,  there  is  no 
escape  for  him".  Other  reports 
from  the  capital  indicated  that 
several  ministers,  including  the 
Jus  lice  Minister,  Mr  Jenkins 
Scott.  Vice-President  Hairy 
Monibah,  and  the  Elections 
Commission  chairman,  Mr 
Emmet  Harmon,  had  been 
detained  by  General  Quiwonk- 
pa's  forces. 

However,  General  Doe,  who 
shot  his  way  into  the  executive 
mansion  with  General  Qui¬ 
wonkpa  in  1980,  ending  the

The  other  woman  died  in  a 
township  near  Upington,  in 
northern  Cape  Province,  “when 
police  fired  on  petrol  bombers 
who  attacked  their  vehicle.” 

The  police  account  is  the  only 
version  of  both  incidents. 

Pretoria  and  Upington  are 
not  among  the  38  magisterial 
districts  under  a  state  of 
emergency.  Mamelodi  has  been 
tense  since  the  weekend,  when 
funerals  were  held  for  three 
schoolchildren  shot  by  police.

“We  have  to  admit  that  the 
rots  mean  a  lower  level  of 
security,”  they  say  at  the 
Ministry  oT  Defence.

Despite  the  state  of  war  that 
officially  still  exists  between 
Israel  and  Jordan,  it  is  clear  that 
there  arc  increasing  contacts 
between  Mr  Peres  and  the  King, 
after  speeches  a  month  ago  in 
New  York  in  which  both  spoke 
guardedly  of  opening  direct 
negotiations. 

Mr  Peres,  having  been  firmly 
against  any  wide  international 
involvement  in  the  peace 
process  only  a  month  ago,  now 
talks  freely  of  accepting  such  a 
“accompaniment"  to  nego¬ 
tiations.  King  Husain,  having 
insisted  in  Luxembourg  only  10 
days  ago  that  the  PLO  must  be 


involved,  has  now  said  that  Mr 
Arafat  has  not  gone  far  enough 
in  declaring  an  end  to  terrorism 

At  the  same  time,  the  King  is 
doing  his  bcsl  to  repair  relations 
with  Syria.  Since  Syria  is  also  a 
declared  enemy  of  Mr  Arafat’s 
PLO,  he  is  engaged  in  a  difficult 
balancing  act  of  showing  Mr 
Arafat  he  is  not  a  puppet  while 
defending  the  PLO’s  right  to  be 
involved  in  what  is  going  on. 

Egypt  also  now  seems  to 
realize  that  it  cannot  simply 
throw  away  the  Camp  David 
agreement  to  win  its  way  back 
into  Arab  esteem.  It  has 
signalled  that  it  wants  to  be 
involved  in  whatever  is  going 
on  between  Israel  and  Jordan. 

The  Egyptian  charge  d'af¬ 
faires  in  Israel.  Mr  Muhammad 
Bassiouni.  had  a  long  private 
meeting  with  Mr  Peres  on 
Monday  to  try  to  improve 
relations.  They  agreed  to  an¬ 
other  round  of  talks  in  Cairo 
about  the  disputed  border  area 
ofTaba  On  the  Red  Sea. 

The  key  to  this  intricate 
deadlock  could  be  found  in 
Geneva.  If  the  Soviet  Union 
makes  some  gesture  towards 
normalizing  reallions  with  Is¬ 
rael.  Mr  Peres  would  feel  able  to 
agree  to  the  kind  of  inter¬ 
national  framework  that  King 
Husain  needs  before  making 
direct  contact. 

The  King  would  then  find  the 
strength  to  tell  Mr  Arafat  that 
he  could  join  in  talks  only  if  he 
recognized  Israel's  right  to  exist 
inside  secure  borders  without 
fear  of  terrorist  attacks.

Bishop  Abel  Muzorewa,  the 
•ormer  prime  minister  of* 
Zimbabwe  and  head  of  the1 
oncc-dorainam  United  African 
National  Council,  is  to  with¬ 
draw  from  politics  to  concen¬ 
trate  on  his  religions  affairs. 

His  resignation  is  another 
nail  in  the  coffin  of  political 
opposition  in  Zimbabwe.  The 
party  failed  to  win  any  parlia¬ 
mentary  seats  in  the  July 
election,  while  Mr  Joshua 
Nkomo’s  Zapu  Party  is  seeking 
what  is  seen  as  incorporation  in 
the  ruling  party,  Zanu  (PF),  and 
the  Rev  Ndabaningi  Sithole’s 
Zanu  Party,  with  one  MP,  has 
become  dormant. 

The  Herald,  Zimbabwe's  1  ead- 
ing  daily  newspaper,  yesterday 
quoted  “reliable  sources”  as 
saying  that  the  Bishop  had 
announced  his  resignation  in  a 
letter  to  bis  two  party  vice-presi¬ 
dents. 

Mr  Edward  Mazaiwana,  the

party  secretary-general,  con- 
■  firmed  the  report,  but  added 
that  there  was  “much  more  to  it 
than  that".  Another  letter  had 
been  sent  to  Mr  Robert 
Mugabe,  the  Prime  Minister. 

The  Bishop  is  at  the  Scarritt 
Theological  College  in  Nash¬ 
ville,  Tennessee,  where  he  has 
been  on -study  leave  since  early 
July. 

The  Herald  said  that  the 
Bishop’s  letter  told  the  party 
that  after  its  dismal  failure  in 
the  election,  it  was  no  longer  in 
a  position  to  influence  political 
events. 

He  is  said  to  have  advised  ihc 
vice-presidents  to  call  for  a 
central  committee  meeting  to 
consider  either  electing  a  new 
leader  or  dissolving  the  party. 

Mr  Mazaiwana  said  that 
attempts  to  get  the  two  to 
convene  a  meeting  had  met 
with  “no  positive  response”. 
The  party  is  believed  to  have 


lost  more  of  its  central  com¬ 
mittee  in  defections  to  Zanu 
(PF),  prompted  by  a  wave  of 
violence  against  the  lesser 
parties  immediately  after  the 
election. 

The  Bishop's  leadership  of 
the  United  Mcthodisi  Church 
also  appears  to  be  in  jeopardy, 
the  Rev  John  Munjoma,  his 
administrative  assistant,  said 
that  the  study  leave  ended  last 
month,  but  that  the  Bishop  had 
since  asked  the  Church  for 
sabbatical  leave,  which  would 
allow  him  to  stay  in  Nashville 
for  another  eight  months.

Philippine  opposition  leaders 
say  they  will  challenge  in  a 
parliamentary  committee  hear¬ 
ing  today  a  resignation  letter 
sent  by  President  Marcos  to  the 
National  Assembly  on  Monday 
as  a  legal  manoeuvre  to  force  an 
early  presidential  poll. 

The  letter,  post-dated  to  take 
effect  only  after  the  planned 
January  17  election,  is  designed 
to  allow  Mr  Marcos  to  stand  for 
election  IS  months  ahead  of 
schedule  without  leaving  office 
unless  he  loses. 

His  carefully- worded  letter  is 
designed  to  skirt  a  consti¬ 
tutional  provision  that  the 
office  of  president  must  be 

vacant  at  an  election  due  to 
resignation,  death,  incapaci¬ 
tation  or  removal  from  office. 

Opposition  leaders  say  that 
because  he  will  not  leave  office 
until  after  the  election,  and  then 
only  if  he  loses,  an  early  election 
is  illegal  because  the  presidency 
is  not  vacant. 


But  while  demanding  that  he 
cither  resign  or  call  off  the. 
planned  poll,  opposition  and 
Government  negotiators  have 
been  meeting  secretly  to  work 
out  the  mechanics  of  the 
election  which  many  observers 
believe  may  be  postponed  until 
March  17.

Since  their  early  days  as  part  of 
a  2-Tone  package  tour  in  1979, 
Dexys  Midnight  Runners  have 
passed  through  a  baffling 
sequence  of  personnel  changes 
and  a  succession  of  off-the-peg 
modish  images  with  one  con¬ 
stant  factor,  the  dominating 
presence  of  the  neurotic  vocal¬ 
ist.  Kevin  Rowland. 

The  poor  showing  of  their 
recent  album  Don’t  Stand  Me 
Down,  and  the  disappointing 
ticket  sales  for  the  present  tour 
have  done  nothing  to  disabuse 
Rowland  of  the  idea  that  the 
world  owes  him  an  apology,  and 
this  performance  was  conducted 
with  all  the  disdain  that  he 
could  muster  for  an  audience 
that  dearly  failed  to  respond  to 
his  work  with  the  desired  degree 
of  reverence.  “Respect,  you 
know  what  7  mean?"  he 
challenged  the  crowd  at  the  end 
of  a  rousing  version  of  the 
Aretha  Franklin  hit. 

Jf  Rowland  was  able  for  one 
moment  to  shake  off  his  earnest 
aggrieved  demeanour  and  loo¬ 
sen  up  a  little,  it  would  be  much 
easier  to  appreciate  the  appeal 
of  his  songs  and  the  undoubted 
skill  of  his  present  band. 

But  the  heavily  meshed 
rhythm  of  “The  Occasional 
Flicker"  was  marred  by  a 
ludicrous  dialogue  with  a 
“police  officer”  supposedly 
taking  down  details,  the  taut, 
brassy  “Plan  B”  wavered 
uncertainly  at  the  end  drawing  a 
rude  comment  from  the  front 
row,  and  the  delicate  poignant 
atmosphere  of  "The  Waltz"  was 
somewhat  dissipated  when 
during  the  closing  bars  Rowland 
countered  another  disturbance 
■with  a  graceless  obscene  gesture. 

Other  songs,  such  as  the 
stylish  “What’s  She  Like"  and 
’’One  of  Those  Things"  were 
spoiled  by  irritating  "conver¬ 
sations"  between  Rowland  and 
the  guitarist  Billy  Adams  who 
supplied  a  sequence  of  “yes  sir, 
no  sir”  responses  to  Rowland's 
rambling  attacks  on  the  middle 
classes  and  pop  music  other 
than  that  purveyed  by  Dexys 
Midnight  Runners. 

In  many  ways,  Rowland  is  an 
imaginative  and  innovative 
artist,  and  has  the  material  to 
produce  a  great  show.  But  with 
cries  of  “He’s  behind  you" 
underlining  the  pantomime 
hamminess  of  his  performance 
this  event  became  embarrass¬ 
ing-  There  were  no  encores.

Sir  James  captures  the 
art  of  high  tech 


As  provost  of  University  College.  Sir 

•James  Lighthill  lobbies  on  its  behalf 
within  Whitehall  among  bis  col¬ 
leagues  on  the  Advisory  Board  for 
•the  Research  Councils;  he  makes  its 
case  to  the  Universiy  Grants 
Committee  and  to  all  the  pro¬ 
fessional  bodies  with  an  oversight  on 
its  courses.  He  does  not,  however,  go 
“hobnobbing". 

It  is  a  wort!  which  sums  up  much 
of  the  difference  between  Sir  James, 
a  scientist,  and  his  predecessor  in 
office,  the  writer  and  historian  Lord 
Annan.  Together  they  span  20  years 
of  academic  leadership  at  UCL. 
Both  are  highly  distinguished  with 
an  enviable  reputation  in  the  wide 
world  beyond  Gower  Street,  but  one 
thing  Lord  Annan  most  enjoyed  was 
hobnobbing.  He  was  good  at  it,  not 
least  among  the  green  banquettes  of 
the  Upper  Honse  of  Parliament  His 
fame  reflected  back  on  Uni  college. 

College  professors,  especially  In 
the  humanities,  freely  admit  that 
they  had  doubts  about  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Sir  James.  A  mathema¬ 
tician,  a  fellow  of  the  Royal  Society, 
with  a  background  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  applied  research  as  director 
of  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment 
Farn borough;  would  he  really  have 
the  cause,  say,  of  the  college's 


investment  in  modern  foreign  lan¬ 
guages  at  heart? 

The  parallel  criticism  of  Lord 
Annan  from  the  science  side  is  that 
he  never  really  grasped  what  it  took 
to  maintain  the  physical  sciences  at 
the  peak  of  excellence. 

After  four  years  of  struggling  with 
the  reductions  in  spending  per 
student  ordered  by  the  University 
Grants  Committee  in  1981,  Sir . 
James  is  warmly  praised  all  round. 

His  achievement  has  been  to 
manage  contraction  without  if 
seems,  losing  academic  enthusiasm. 

Sir  James  seems  to  have  made  a 
special  effort  to  support  and  expand 
the  work  in  the  life  sciences  and  on 
the  new  frontier  of  biotechnology.  A 
per  project  has  been  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  an  Institute  for  Biotechnolo¬ 
gical  Studies  Ltd,  a  not-for-profit 
company  that  includes  researchers 
from  the  Polytechnic  of  Central . 
London  and  the  University  of  Kent. 
It  is  being  actively  supported  by  the 
Department  of  Trade  and  Industry, 
and  its  ambition  is  to  expand  the  use 
of  “bio-catalysts”  -  microbes  -  in 
synthesizing  new  products. 

“Lighthill  is  aware  of  what  it 
needs  to  keep  up  modem  tech¬ 
nologies.”  said  one  of  his  senior 
colleagues.

University  College  has  survived 
intact  not  only  the  reductions  in 
unit  cost  per  student  ordered  by 
the  Government  in  recent  years, 
but  also  the  expressed  wish  of 
ministers  to  see  a  sizeable 
movement  of  teaching  and 
student  numbers  away  from  the 
arts,  humanities  and  social 
sciences  towards  engineering, 
the  technologies  and  science. 

There  are  2,600  arts-based 
students,  a  figure  not  much 
changed  from  five  years  ago  and 
more  than  2,000  science-based 
students  whose  numbers  have 
grown  largely  because  of  extra 
recruitment  of  undergraduates 
into  electrical  and  electronic 
engineering 

The  provost.  Sir  James 
Lighihffl.  said  firmly,  “It  is 
■policy  to  maintain  jhe  arts- sci¬ 
ence  balance.” 

Indeed,  down  the  academic 
line  in  the  arts  subjects  there  is 
considerably  less  of  the  anguish 
and  complaints  met  in  other 
universities.  “We  accept  more 
money  goes  to  science”,  said 
Douglas  Johnson,  professor  of 
French  history,  “but  the  split  is 


not  an  issue  as  it  is  in  some 
places.”  Even  more  positively. 
Professor  J.  P.  Stem,  head  of  the 
German  department,  said  there 
is  more  than  one  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Vice  Chancellors 
who  could  take  a  lea  f  out  of  the 
provost's  book  in  dealing  with 
non-technology  subjects. 

It  would  be  wrong  to  say  arts 
subjects  are  blooming:  they 
have  all  lost  staff  in  the  past 
four  years  and  have  had  to 
adjust  teaching  and  research 
accordingly.

“We  have  people  coining 
forward  doing  research  for  the 
love  of  the  subject,  even 
without  the  prospect  of  a 
university  job  at  the  end  of  it”. 


Stern,  a  native  of  Prague, 
belongs  to  a  generation  of 
middi  e-European  scholars, 

many  of  them  refugees  from 
Nazi  Germany,  who  found  the 
college  a  congenial  place  to 
study  and  teach.  Stem,  author 
of  books  about  Hitler  and 
German  history,  has  given  the 
department  wider  interests.  It 
qualified  recently  for  a  “new 
blood”  appointment  in  German 
history  -  one  of  a  limited 
number  of  posts  created  by  the 
University  Grant  Committee 
for  scholars  bom  no  earlier  than 
the  1950s. 

An  imaginative  response  to 
financial  pressure  is  noticeable, 
too.  in  the  department  of 
classics,  an  old  established 
department  with  a  reputation 
perhaps  second  only  to  the 
ancient  universities  for  the 
depth  and  quality  of  its 
scholarship.  Student  numbers 
have  been  kept  up,  unlike  in 
classics  departments  elsewhere; 
the  reason  could  be  the 
attractive  Ancient  World  degree 
course  combining  some  study  of 
Greek  and  Latin  with  ancient 


history,  Egyptology  and  Heb¬ 
rew,  bringing  into  play  the 
college’s  scholars  in  papyrology 
and  other  ancient  specialisms. 

According  to  Professor  Doug¬ 
las  Johnson,  in  histoiy,  even  his 
subject  is  capable  of  going  out 
into  the  world,  like  the  hard 
technological  subjects,  and 
■securing  support  for  research 
work;  the  States  of  Jersey  and 
Guernsey  are  underwriting  a 
histoiy  of  Channel  Islands 
shipping  being  prepared  at  the 
college.  Such  fund-raising  is 
rare,  though  the  department  is 
also  involved  in  a  large  scale 
project  collating  and  editing  the 
myriad  papers  of  Jeremy  Ben- 
tham  and  paid  for  by  the 
Economic  and  Social  Research 
Council.

Everyone  agrees  that  Qkehampton  ought  to  have 
a  bypass.  The  question  is:  which  side  of 
the  small  Devon  town  should  it  go?  Next  week. 
Parliament  debates  a  Bill  which  may  finally 


decide  the  matter.  Alan  Franks  reports 


Jhe  Devon  market  town  of 
Okehampton  is  suffering 
from  a  clogged  heart  in 
desperate  need  of  bypass 
surgery.  The  condition  has 
been  geiting  worse  by  the  year,  ever 
since  it  was  diagnosed  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago.  Opinion  on 
the  proper  cure  is  so  divided  that  the 
case  has  become  the  object  of  a 
protracted  national  debate  which 
reaches  its  climax  in  the  House  of 
Commons  next  week. 

An  impatient  Department  of 
Transport  is  determined  that  the 
jammed  artery,  the  A30.  should  be 
relieved  by  five  miles  of  new  road  to 
the  souLh  of  the  town,  cutting  across 
the  northern  fringes  of  Dartmoor 
National  Park.  Within  the  next  10 
cb>s  the  House  will  debate  a  single¬ 
clause  Bill  authorizing  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  four-lane  section. 

On  the  face  of  it  the  issue  is  simple 
enough:  to  build  or  not  to  build.  In 
fact,  this  episode  is  the  latest,  but 
probably  not  the  last,  in  a  complex 
constitutional  saga  which  had  its 
origins  in  the  early  1 960s  and  which 
has  now  become  as  long  and  winding 
as  the  A30  itself. 

On  either  side  the  familiar  phal¬ 
anxes  of  initials  are  massing:  on  the 
one  hand  the  DoT  (Department  of 
Transport),  the  NFU  (National 
Farmers'  Union),  the  CLA  (Country 
Landowners'  Association):  on  the 
other  the  OSS  (Open  Spaces  Society), 
the  DPA  (Dartmoor  Preservation 
Association),  the  “other  RA”  (Ram¬ 
blers'  Association)  and  many  more, 
including  a  newer  mnemonic. 
ROAMR  (Residents  of  Okehampton 
Against  the  Moorland  Route). 

The  mutual  reproach  is  that  both 
teams,  having  let  in  goals,  arc  now 
trying  to  shift  the  posts,  while  at 
Westminster  these  past  few  days  there 
has  been  intense  speculation  on 
w  hethcr  the  Bill  is  to  be  the  subject  of 
a  Government  whip  ora  free  vote. 

Before  examining  the  legality  of  the 
arguments,  it  is  worth  looking  at  the 
battleground  itself,  a  long-suffering 
little  tow  n  bang  in  the  middle  of  one 
or  the  two  main  conduits  to  the  far 
west. 

The  true  blight  is  the  endless, 
growling  flow  of  heavy  lorries.  They 
wind  through  at  a  rate  of  1,300  per 
day.  darkening  the  front  rooms, 
playing  havoc  with  the  old  coping 
stones  on  the  Baptist  chapel,  and. 
threatening  at  any  minute  to  barge 
uninvited  into  a  hotel  bar.  it  is  a 
miracle  that  there  have  been  so  few 
accidents. 

No  wonder  everyone,  from  local 
tradespeople  to  Cornish  MPs.  is 
champing  at  the  bit  for  the  bypass.  It 
is  one  of  the  few  such  instances  in 
which  no  one  is  suggesting  that  the 
town's  economy  would  suffer.

But  that  is  where  the  unanimity 
begins  and  ends,  for  today  Okeharr.p- 
ton  is  a  community  fiercely  divided 
into  what  it  calls  Southsiders  and 
Northsiders  -  respectively  those 
favouring  the  moorland  route  and 
those  who.  like  the  Countryside 
Commission,  prefer  the  idea  of  a 
slightly  longer  road  through  the 
farmland  on  the  other  side  of  the 
valley. 

On  a  rough  count  the  Southsiders 
arc  in  a  small  majority.  The  town 
council  itself  is  10-6  in  favour 
(although  that  figure  is  disputed  by 
opponents).  It  all  has  the  makings  of  a 
civil,  or  civic  war,  except  for  one 
important  fact:  there  is  a  huge  middle 
ground  of  uucr  indifference  as  to 
where  the  thing  is  sited;  the  burning 
question  is  when.  Back  in  1964  Devon 
County  Council  put  a  northern  bypass 
on  its  long-term  development  plan, 
which  was  adopted  in  1971.  By  1976, 
however,  the  DoT  had  declared  itself 
to  be  a  Southsider  (ie  pro-moorland 
■route),  and  a  huge  programme  of  local 
consultation  was  set  in  train  in  the  ■ 
run-up  to  the  public  inquiry  in  1979. 

This  was  a  marathon  affair.  lasting 
96  days  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £3.000 
a  day.  The  inspector  recommended  a 
southern  by-pass,  but  he  did  so  only 
after  another  four  years  had  passed  - 
a  delay  caused  by  his  serious  illness. 


In  L9S3  the  story  took  a  sharp 
new  twist.  Because  the  road 
would  take  open  space  (at 
Bluebell  Woods  and  East  Hill), 
for  which  there  were  no  suitable 
parcels  ro  be  offered  in  exchange,  the 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  became 
subject  to  Special  Parliamentary 
Procedure  under  a  piece  of  legislation 
which  has  now  become  central  to  the 
whole  dispute.  This  is  the  Statutory 
Orders  (Special  Procedure)  Act  1945, 
under  which  objectors  can  lake  their 
case  to  a  specially  convened  Parlia¬ 
mentary  Joint  Committee  of  three 
MPs  and  three  peers. 

The  conservationists  and  amenity 
groups  wasted  no  time  in  using  this 
provision  and  in  April  of  ibis  year  the

ago.  This  states:  ** _ no  new  route 

for  long  distance  traffic  should  be 
constructed  through  a  National  Park, 
or  existing  road  upgraded,  unless  it 
has  been  demonstrated  that  there  is  a 
compelling  need  which  would  not  be 
met  by  any  reasonable  alternative 
means.” 

If  the  Bill  goes  through,  it  will  come 
before  the  Lords  next  month,  and  it  is 
here  that  the  Northsiders  place  their 
final  hope.  Okehampton  has  become 


a  procedural  test  case,  for  this  is  the 
first  time  a  Government  has  tried  to 
use  National  Park  land  for  a  trunk 
road  since  the  publication  of  Circular 
4/76. 

Tbe  Battle  of  Okehampton  -  or 
Soakhampton  as  it  has  come  to  be 
known,  even  before  the  last  wretched 
summer  -  has  already  provided  the 
media  with  a  field  day:  in  one  comer 
Sir  Peter  Mills,  a  farmer  of  300  acres 
over  at  Crediton.  and  in  the  other 
Lady  Saver,  patron  of  the  Danmoor 
Preservation  Association  and  re¬ 
doubtable  navy  widow  from  down  in 
Widecombe  -  two  classic  versions  of 
the  English  patrician.

The  prison  rodeo  has  been  an 
institution  for  54  years.  Today 
it  attracts  audiences  of  14,000. 
but  it  started  in  an  informal  way 
as  recreation  for  prisoners  who 
had  had  experience  on  the 
outside,  or  free  world  as 
prisoners  always  call  it,  of 


many  of  the  cowboy  prisoners 
in  the  rodeo  have  learnt  them  in 
prison.  A  second  group  of 
contestants,  known  as  redshirts, 
are  a  sort  of  B  team  who  have 
no  cowboy  skills  and  lake  part 
in  events  like  calf-rieing  and 
wild  cow  milking  -  catching  a 
recalcitrant  cow  and  squirting 
its  milk  into  a  Coca-Cola  bottle; 
And  these  are  the  men  who  go 
for  the  purse  on  the  bull’s  horns. 

Proceeds  from  the  rodeo, 
which  is  staged  'on  four 
consecutive  Sundays,  go  to  the 
prisoners'  education  and  rec¬ 
reation  funds  serving  all  26  jails 
in  the  Texas  prison  system.  The 
money  buys  television  sets,  and 
sports  and  gym  equipment  Last 
year  it  was  discovered  that 
some  prison  employees  had 
creamed  off  the  cash.  They  were 
sacked. 

Prisoners  do  much  more  for 
the  rodeo  than  ride  on  ornery 
animals.  They  play  in  tbe 
Country  and  Western  bands 
that  perform  inside  and  outside 
the  prison  walls  as  the  crowds 
congregate.  They  play  the  rodeo 
clowns.  They  make  the  leather 
bags  and  belts  and  other  goods 
that  stock  the  inmate  craft  shop, 
and  produce  the  handsome 
glossy-covered  rodeo  pro¬ 
gramme  which  is  well  supported 
by  advertisers.  It  lists  contest¬ 
ants  with  their  names,  home 
towns  and  their  sentences, 
ranging  from  three  to  99  years. 

The  Rev  Carroll  Pickett,  a 
prison  chaplain,  said:  “We  all 
want  to  see  this  thing  survive.  It 
is  good  for  the  inmates.  For 
their  morale.

A  new  contract  for 
pharmacists  will 
lead  to  closures: 
Nicholas  Timmins 
investigates 

pharmacists  are  divided,  and 
the  Government  is  in  an 
embarrassing  legal  mess  over  a 
new  contract  for  Britain's 
11.400  chemists*  shops  which 
critics  claim  could  canse  thou¬ 
sands  to  dose  and  harm 
patients. 

Supporters,  however,  main¬ 
tain  that  it  will  benefit  the 
taxpayer,  the  patient  and  the 
pharmacists  themselves.  Big 
companies,  like  Boots  and 
Underwoods,  cannot  agree 
whether  the  contract  Is  some¬ 
thing  they  can  live  with,  or  a 
cause  for  court  action.  And  the 
chemists'  established  -  nego¬ 
tiators  are  faced  with  a  splinter 
group  of  rebel  pharmacists  who 
claim  4,000  shops  could  dose.  ■ 
The  contract’s  origins  stem 
from  problems  for  both  phar¬ 
macists  and  the  National 
Health  Service.  Pharmacy  Js  a 
profession  that  is  lost  and 
looking  for  a  new  role.  The 
advent  of  modern,  pre-pack¬ 
aged  drags  has  removed  the 
need  for  their  eld  skills  as 
alchemists  of  potions  and 
tablets.  Increasingly  they  have 
become  over-trained  purveyors 
of  soap,  cosmetics  and  nappies. 

They  believe  they  conld  do 
much  more  monitoring  of 

J  doctors’  and  patients*  use  of 
drags,  helping  cot  drag  bills, 
providing  more  advice  on  minor 
ailments  without  tbe  doctor 
being  bothered,  and  in  some 
cases  providing  drags  at  pre¬ 
sent  only  on  prescription.  They 
also  want  to  run  health 
education  services  and  screen¬ 
ing  for  conditions  like  high 
blood  pressure  and  diabetes. 

For  the  NHS  to  fund  and 
make  such  services  work, 
however,  pharmacies  should  be 
positioned  where  they  are 
needed  -  where  people  actually 
live.-  At  present  a  pharmacist 
can  open  where  he  chooses, 
with  automatic  entitlement  to 
an  NHS  contract.  Tbe  result 
has  been  their  gradual  disap¬ 
pearance  from  surburban,  resi¬ 
dential  and  rural  areas. 

New  shops  bave  been 
opening  at  . 
an  accelerating  rate  . 

New  chemists  have  been ' 
leap-frogging  existing  ones  to 
get  nearer  the  doctors'  sur¬ 
geries,  poaching  existing  chem¬ 
ists’  businesses  and  making  up 
to  600  chemists  shops  virtually 
impossible  to  selL 
In  addition  new  pharmacies 
have'  been  opening  at  -  an 
accelerating  rate  -  350  this 
year  against  130  in  the  same 
period  last  year  -  with  around 
700  more  applications  out- . 
standing. 

The  new  contract’s  aim. 
according  to  its  negotiators,  is 
to  produce  a  more  rational 
spread  of  pharmacies,  giving 
the  taxpayer  better  value  for 
money  by  encouraging  many 
small,  uneconomic  and  poorly 
located  pharmacies,  dispensing 
less  than  16,000  prescriptions  a 
year,  to  close. 

New  pharmacies  would  not 
receive  an  NHS  contract  unless 
deemed  “necessary  or  desir¬ 
able”.  But  at  the  same  time  a 


new  class  of  '“essential”  small 
pharmacies  would  be  created 
with  a  guaranteed  income  of 
£23.000  a  year  from  the  NHS. 

The  package  would  save  £4- 
'  million  to  split  between  - the 
Government  and  pharmacists, 
and  for  two  years  small 
chemists  would  be  offered 
redundancy  payments  to  close 
or  merge  ranging  from  £3,500 
to  £22,000.  depending  on  size: 

Alan  Snutln  chief /executive 
of  tbe  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee,  which 
prepared  the  contract,  says: 
“The  package  should  offer  a 
way  out  to  pharmacists  tied 
into  unsaleable  businesses,

Indeed, 
the  young  women  we  spoke  to,, 
married  and  unmarried,  were 
united  by  their  sense  that  most 
matters  concerning  sex  were 
more  a  problem  to  them  than  to 
their  male  partners. 

Neither  did  it  seem  that  these 
v  concerns  could  be  shared.  Even 
though  sexual  behaviour  might 
now  .  be  more'  “liberated”, 
conversation  was  still  remark¬ 
ably  repressed.  Men  would  talk 


all  night  about  sex  itself  but  not 
about  the  practical  problems 
surrounding  it 

It  was  only  when  the  women 
were  asked  about  their  attitudes 
to  homosexual  men  that  the 
conversational  barrier  between 
the  sexes  showed  any  sign  of 
crumbling. 

Melanie  (22):  “Gay  guys  are 
lovely.  They  are  the  kind  of 
men  you  could  never  hope  to 
meet”. 

Marian  (24):  “Yes,  they  will 
talk  to  you.  Take  you  out.  Be 
friends  with  you  on  a  purely 
friendly  basis.  You  can  talk  to 
them  about  everything”. 

Gallup  shows  57  per  cent  of 
the  30  to  39  age  group 
approving  of  sex  before  mar¬ 
riage;  nearly  70  per  cent  of  the 
16-year-olds  say  that  they  would 
have  sex  before  marriage.  And 
while  half  of  the  30  to  39-year- 
olds  believe  that  girls  under  16 
should  get  contraception  with¬ 
out  parental  consent,  among  the 
girls  themselves  the  figure  is  67 
percent. 

A  permissive  attitude  to  early 
sex  among  young  people  does 
not  mean  that  promiscuity  is 
tolerated.  The  ideal  is  still  one 
sexual  partner,  and  “sleeping 
around”  is  looked  upon  with 
favour  only  by  a  small  number 
of  young  men.  This  group  must 
have  their  work  cut  out  to  find 
accessible  women.  In  the  MORI 
poll,  nearly  6  out  of  10  of  the 
women  had  never  had  sex  with 
anyone  but  their  present  part¬ 
ner,  27  per  cent  had  had  only 
one  other  partner,  and  30  per 
rant  two  others;  7  per  cent  had 
10  or  more  partners  and  2  per 
cent  could  not  remember. 

Even  among  those  young 
males  where  the  average  can  be 
higher,  it  is  dangerous  as 
Michael  Schofield  has  pointed 
out  in  the  book  Promiscuity,  to 
equate  this  with  licentiousness 
or  an  insatiable  sexual  demand: 
“Sometimes  it  is  the  sexually 
unsuccessful  who  are  promiscu¬ 
ous.  Some  are  so  inept  that  no 
one  wants  10  have  intercourse 
with  them  more  than  -  once; 
others  profess  to  so  little 
interest  in  sex  that  -they-  only 
seek  out  a.  partner  two  .or  three 
times  a  year.  .. .  A  few  pro¬ 
miscuous  people  are  very 
active,  .but  most  of  them  have 
less  sex  than  the  married  couple 


who  remain  faithful  to  each 
other.” 

Even  this  relatively  small 
band  of  promiscuous  people 
looks  likely  to  be  diminished  by 
the  increased  fear  of  herpes  and 
AIDS. 

One  other  indication  of  the 
complex  nature  of  “sexual 
permissiveness”  among  the 
young  is  to  be  found  in  their 
attitudes  to  “blue”  films  and 
pornography. 

Although  many  young  men 
have  seen  such  material  and  are 
often  prepared  to  admit  that 
they  enjoyed  the  experience, 
young  women  objected  most 
strongly  to  it. 

Their  concern  about  por¬ 
nography  is  not  primarily  about 
its  intrinsic  quality  but  about  its 
capacity  to  become  a  substitute, 
not  a  stimulus  or  accompani¬ 
ment  to  .normal  sex.  The 
strongest  denunciation  came 
from  Marian  (23):  “I  told  him 
one  night  he  was  pathetic.  He 
was  living  in  a  fantasy  world. 
The  only  girls  he  really  liked 
were  twelve  inches  tall,  com-  1 
pletely  silent,  and  had  a  staple  1 
through  their  navel. ”

sexual  experiment 


Such  critical  attitudes  to 
promiscuity  and  pornography 
among  young  women  do  not 
suggest  that  the  dramatic  swing 
away  from  marriage  among 
those  under  the  age  of  30  has 
much  to  do  with  sexual 
permissiveness.  Whatever  men 
might  want  -  and  there  is 
certainly  a  great  deal  of  talk 
among  them  about  sexual 
experimentation,  blue  films, 
and  “sleeping  around”  -  it 
looks  as  though  they  must  be 
having  some  difficulty  in 
finding  women  who  share  their 
tastes.

Modem  morality 
part  three: 
does  more  sex  mean 
better  sex? 


Tasting  20  or  more  Christmas 
cakes  was  an  odd,  but  undeni¬ 
ably  interesting,  way  to  spend  a 
morning.  The  cakes  were  this 
year’s  offerings  from  the  chain 
stores  and,  despite  what  their 
labels  said  about  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  butter  and  lakes  of 

brandy  used  in  their  construc¬ 
tion,  it  was  not  by  any  means 
easy  to  detect  either  in  the 
most  of  the  finished  products. 

Which  is  one  reason  why,  if 
you  can  assemble  the  time  and 
inclination,  it  is  still  worth 
making  traditional  cakes  and 
puddings  at  home.  There  is  not 
much  chance  that  the  effort 
will  save  money,  but  it  is  a 
pretty  poor  cook  who  cannot 
turn  decent  ingredients  into 
better  than  bought  festive  fere. 

It  is  well  worth  taking  pains 
to  assemble  the  best  ingredi¬ 
ents  available.  Even  if  you 
have  to  stone  muscatel  raisins 
by  hand,  it  is  time  well  spent 
for  their  superb  flavour. 

A  rich  fruit  cake  should  be 
just  that  -  rich  and  fruity.  Mine 
has  plenty  of  nuts,  pecans  for 
preference  because  they  are 
sweeter  than  than  walnuts  and 
the  skins  are  not  bitter,  and  lots 
of  glace  cherries  or  other 
candled  fruits  but  not  candled 
peel.  I  prefer  the  flavour  of 
freshly  grated  zest,  orange  or 
tangerine. 

4t-  My  Christmas  puddings 
follow  the  same  pattern  and 
this  year  are  again  fatless. 
Copies  of  this  recipe  have  been 
requested  more  often  than  any 
other  published  in  recent  years.

Christmas  cake 

Makes  a  1.8kg  (4!b)  cake _ 

285g  (1  Ooz)  plain  flour _ 

1  teaspoon  salt _ 

2  teaspoons  ground  cinnamon 

1  teaspoon  freshly  grated  nutmeg 
%  teaspoon  freshly  ground  doves 
225g  (Soz)  butter,  softened 
225g  (8oz)  tight  muscovado  sugar 

4  large  eggs _ ‘ _ 

1  tablespoon  marmalade _ 

Finely  grated  zest  of  1  orange  or 
tangerine  _ ’ 

450g  (lib)  stoned  muscatel  or 
other  raisins _ 

225g  (8oz)  currants 

1  tOg  (4oz)  glace  cherries, 
quartered _ 

1 1 0g  (4oz)  glace  fruit  pineapple, 
apricots  etc,  chopped _ 

1 10g  (4oz)  sheBed  pecans  or 
almonds,  chopped _ 

120ml  (4floz)  brandy,  whisky  or 
dark  nun  _ 

Sift  together  the  flour,  salt  and 
ground  spices  and  set  the 
mixture  aside. 

Put  the  butter  and  sugar  in  a 
large  bowl  and  cream  together 
until  light  and  flufiy.  In 
another  bowl,  beat  together  the 
eggs,  marmalade  and  zest  Beat 
the  eggs  into  the  fat  a  little  at  a 
time,  adding  a  spoonful  or  two 
of  flour  with  the  last  few 
additions  of  egg  to  discourage 
the  mixture  from  curdling. 

Now  stir  a  spoonful  or  two 
of  flour  into  the  dried  fruit  and 
toss  the  fruit  in  the  flour  to 
coat  h  lightly.  This  helps  to 
prevent  the  fruit  from  sinking 
to  the  bottom  of  the  cake. 

Fold  the  remaining  flour

into  the  creamed  mixture, 
followed  by  the  fruit  and  nuts 
and,  finally,  the  spirits.  Mix 
well  before  turning  the  mixture 
into  a  well-buttered  20cm  (8m) 
cake  tin  at  least  7.5cm  (3in) 
deep  which  has  been  lined  wib 
baking  parchment  or  buttered 
greaseproof  paper. 

Make  a  shallow  depression 
in  the  centre  of  the  cake  so 
that,  when  the  mixture  rises, 
the  top  will  be  roughly  level. 

Bake  the  cake  in  a  preheated 
oven  (15b,C/300,,F.  gas  mark 
2)  fbr  I  Yz  hours,  then  reduce 
the  heat  to  140“C/275“F,  gas 
mark  1)  and  continue  cooking 
for  about  another  three  hours. . 
The  cake  is  ready  when  a 
warmed  skewer  inserted  into 
the  centre  comes  out  clean.  If 
you  think  the-cake  is  browning 
too  fast,  cover  the  top  loosely 
with  foil.  Ovens  do  vary,  so 
check  it  frequently. 

Let  the  cake  cool  completely 
before  turning  it  out  of  the  tin. 
Strip  off  the  baking  papers 
before  storing  the  cake  in  an 
airtight  container. 

Feeding  the  cake  with  a  little 
more  brandy  or  whisky  will 
make  it  richer  still  and -ensure 
that  it  is  moist.  Sprinkle  three 
or  four  tablespoons  of  spirits 
over  the  base  of  the  cake  before 
storing  it.  This  process  can  be 
repeated  a  day  or  two  before 
the  cake  is  to  be  iced. 

Fluffed-up  spiky  peaks  of 
icing  are  easy  to  achieve.  Or 
better  still  cover  the  cake  with 
almond  paste  topped  with  neat 
rows  of  closely  packed  nuts  and 
glaceed  fruits. 


Ratafias  1 1 

Makes  tOO _ ■ 

5  egg  whites  ■  -  ;  •  , 

225g  (8oz)  ground  almonds _ 

34 0g  (1 2oz)  caster  sugar _ 

1  teaspoon  almond  essence 

Ratafias  are  jan  old-fashioned 
Christmas  standby.  They  can  be 
served  as  biscuits,  in  trifles, 
with  ice-cream  or  as  pel  its  fours. 
Whisk  the  cg^  whites  in’ a  large 
bowl  until  they  form  stiff 
peaks.  Fold  in  the  ground 
almonds,  sugar  and  essence. 


Mix  thoroughly  to  form  a  soft, 
sticky  dough. 

Line  several  baking  sheets 
with  rice  paper,  or  non-stick 
baking  parchment  Pipe  small 
mounds  of  the  mixture  (about 
1.5cm,  %in  diameter)  on  to  the 
paper  using  a  plain  nozzle. 
Space  them  well  apart. 

Bake  the  ratafias  in  a 
preheated  slow  oven 
( 1 50°C/30(TF.  gas  mark  2)  For 
about  45  minutes,  or  until  ihev 
are  a  pale,  pinky  brown. 

Transfer  the  ratafias,  still  or 
the  paper,  to  a  wire  cooling 
rack.  When  they  are  quite  cold, 
trim  off  the  rice  paper,  or  pec! 
them  from  the  baking  parch¬ 
ment.  Store  in  an  airtight 
container. 

Christmas  pudding 
Serves  8  to  10 

22 5g  (8oz)  stoned  muscatels  or 
other  raisins 

225g  (Soz)  currants 

I70g  (Soz)  fresh  brown  bread¬ 
crumbs 

55g  (2oz)  biancheef  almonds  01 
petgans,  chopped _ 

55g  (2oz)  gtac6  cherries,  quar¬ 
tered 

55g  (2oz)  light  muscovado  sugar 

2  tablespoons  finely  grated  orange 

or  tangerine  zest _ 

1  teaspoon  ground  cinnamon 
1  teaspoon  freshly  grated  nutmeg 
%  teaspoon  ground  cloves 

3  large  eggs _ 

1 50m  (V«  pint)  port  _ 

6  tablespoons  brandy _ 

Put  all  the  dry  ingredients  -  the 
raisins,  currants,  breadcrumbs, 
nuis,  cherries,  sugar,  zest  and 
spices  -  into  a  large  bowl  and 
mix  them  thoroughly  together. 

In  another  bowl  whisk 
together  lbc  eggs,  port  and 
brandy.  Pour  the  liquid  over 
the  dry  ingredients  and  mix 
‘  thoroughly. 

Butter  a  large  pudding  basin 
and  put  a  circle  of  buttered 
greaseproof  paper  or  baking 
parchment  in  the  bottom.  This 
helps  to  stop  the  pudding 
sticking  and  breaking  when 
you  come  to  turn  it  out 

Put  the  pudding  mixture 
into  basin  and  cover  it  with 
■buttered  greaseproof  paper  and 
foil  tied  on  tightly  with  string. 
It  is  important  that  no  water 
gets  into  the  puddings  while 
they  are  cooking. 

Stand  the  pudding  in  a  large 
saucepan  and  pour  in  boiling 
water  to  come  about  half-way 
up  the  sides  of  the  basin.  Bring 
the  water  back  to  the  boil, 
reduce  the  heat  to  a  gently 
bubbling  simmer,  cover  the 
pan  and  steam  the  pudding  for 
five  hours.  Check  the  water 
level  from  time  to  time. 
topping  it  up  with  boiling  water 
as  required. 

Feed  the  pudding  with  a 
tablespoon  or  two  more  of 
br4ndy  before  covering  it  with 
fresh  papers  and  storing  it  in  a 
cool  place.  On  Christmas  Day 
steam  the  pudding  for  two 
hours. 

This  !fetless  ■  Christmas  pud¬ 
ding  keeps  every  bit  as  well  as 
more  ;  conventional  mixtures. 
The  quantities  may  be  doubled 
or  halved  to  make  larger  or 
smaller  puddings  without  al- 
J  tering  the  cooking  times 
j  which  are  designed  10  maxi- 
.  mize  the  flavour.

War  has  broken  out  among  the 
brotherhood.  Freemasons,  already 
under  attack  from  the  Church  of 
England  and  the  Methodists,  are 
divided  over  proposals  to  sell  the 
Royal  Masonic  Hospital  in  West 
London.  Britain's  biggest  indepen¬ 
dent  hospital.  Possible  buyers 
include  American  Medical  Inter¬ 
national,  Health  West,  and  other 
US-based  groups  that  are  looking  for 
a  toehold  in  Britain's  growing 
private  medical  sector.  Advocates  of 
the  sale  say  it  would  allow  a  fund  to 
be  set  up  to  subsidize  the  care  of 
masons  in  private  beds.  But  this  idea 
has  so  enraged  a  group  of  London 
masons  that  they  have  circulated  all 
10.000  lodges  arguing  against  it. 
Why  is  the  hospital's  management 
board  considering  selling  for  about 
£20  million  when  the  building  is 
insured  for  £44  million,  they  ask? 

Michael  Richardson,  managing 
director  of  Rothschild's  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  hospital  board,  says  the 
higher  figure  represents  the  cost  of 
replacement  in  the  event  of  total 
destruction  rather  than  a  realistic 
sale  figure.  He  rejects  oui  of  hand 
masonic  suggestions  that  he  is 
AMl's  banker,  that,  he  says,  would 
be  “a  terrible  dereliction  of  duty". 
He  wants  the  best  deal  for  the 
masons;  but  he  needs  a  75  per  cent 
majority  in  the  forthcoming  ballot  of 
the  hospital's  300,000  governors 
Looks  doubtful.

Lloyd’s,  blinkered  and  unreined

The  manner  of  Ian  Hay  Davison's  departure 
as  chief  executive  of  Lloyd's  of  London 
ensures  that  the  City  insurance  market  will 
have  an  uphill  task  persuading  someone  of 
similar  stature  to  take  on  the  job. 

The  insurers'  ruling  council  seems  to  feel 
that  it  does  not  want  someone  of  Davison’s 
clout  because  the  market  has  sufficiently 
recovered  from  recent  traumas  to  stand  on 
its  own  two  feet  again.  In  taking  that  view,  it 
is  blinkered  beyond  belief. 

At  Christmas,  1982,  the  then  Governor  of 
the  Bank  of  England,  Lord  Richardson, 
asked  Davison  to  leave  his  safe  post  as  a 
senior  partner  of  Arthur  Andersen,  the 
leading  accountancy  firm,  to  take  on  the 
newly  created  full-time  post  of  chief 
executive  at  Lloyd's.  The  plan  was  that  he 
would  stay  for  three  to  five  years,  and  as 
recently  as -February  this  year  Davison  said 
his  task  was  far  from  over. 

What  was  Davison's  task?  It  was  nothing 
less  than  to  restore  the  confidence  of  the 
world  in  Lloyd's  after  a  succession  of 
scandals  that  revealed  a  web  of  corruption 
involving  hundreds  of  millions  of  pounds. 
The  City  fraud  squad  and  the  Inland 
Revenue  were  camped  on  Lloyd’s  doorstep, 
and  it  was  clear  that  the  rulebook  would 
have  to  be  rewritten.

Subsequently  Lloyd's  was  subjected  to 
two  Department  of  Trade  investigations,  an 
independent  report  by  Lord  Fisher  and  an 
Act  of  Parliament  giving  the  market  a  new 
constitution  under  a  28-strong  poimciL  The 
constitution  gives  the  council  the  power  to 
create  by-laws  to  establish  a  framework  for 
Lloyd’s  to  regulate  itself 

The  departure  of  Davison  highlights  an 
embarrassing  gap  in  that  legislation.  The 
Bank  of  England  has  the  legal  power  to 
confirm  the  appointment  of  three  outsiders 
to  the  Lloyd's  council,  but  it  does  not  have 
the  legal  right  to  choose  the  chief  executive. 
It  did  so  in  1982  because  Lloyd's  reputation 
was  in  tatters  and,  in  the  words  of  the  then 
chairman.  Sir  Peter  Green,  “I  thought  the 
Governor  would  be  more  effective  in 
obtaining  his  (Davison's)  agreement  than  I 
would”. 

Davison  was  brought  in  as  a  potential 
ambassador  who,  it  was  thought  at  the  time, 
might  easily  overshadow  the  chairman's 
role.  The  present  chairman,  Peter  Miller,  has 
resented  such  an  intrusion  into  his  territory, 
and  relations  between  him  and  Davison 


have  been  poor  for  some  months. 

The  Lloyd’s  council  now  dearly  believes 
it  has  earned  the  right  to  act  as  the  Stock  I 
Exchange  council  does,  with  the  chief 
executive  a  mere  administrator.  But  there  _ 
are  important  differences.  The  Stock1 
Exchange  has  patently  been  better  regulated 
than  Lloyd's  and  is  to  be  brought  under  the 
regulatory  system  set  up  in  the  forthcoming 
Financial  Services  BilL  Ultimately,  the  trade 
and  industry  secretary  will  be  able  to  correct 
any  wrongdoings  at  the  Stock  Exchange. 
Lloyd’s,  however,  is  outside  the  scope  of  this 
Bill,  because  its  own  Act  was  thought  to  be 
sufficient. 

Miller's  own  commitment  to  reform  is 
beyond  reproach,  but  he  may  have  to  step 
down  at  the  end  of  1986.  His  willingness  to 
let  Davison  go  has  cast  some  doubt  on  the 
strength  of  his  ability  to  push  reform 
through  in  practice. 

The  affair  has  reverberations  in  White¬ 
hall.  The  Thatcher  government  has  pursued 
a  "hands  off"  policy  towards  markets  and 
the  question  now  is  whether  the  authorities 
can  stand  by  and  let  Lloyd’s  go  its  own  way 
so  prematurely.  Backstage  pressure  through 
the  Bank  of  England  may  not  be  enough  to 
pull  it  back  into  line  again.

Three  months  after  deselected  MP 
Reg  Freeson  claimed  that  his  local 
Labour  Party's  membership  count 
was  “extensively  inaccurate  and 
deficient".  Labour  leaders  have  just 
decided  to  spurn  his  call ,  for  a 
national  executive  committee  in¬ 
quiry  into  the  allegations.  At  a 
meeting  on  Monday,  the  NEC 
organizational  committee  decided 
that  the  national  agent  David 
Hughes  should  merely  seek  to  meet 
Freeson,  who  has  been  replaced  by 
Ken  Livingstone  as  prospective 
candidate  for  the  seat  (Brent  East.). 
Freeson’s  own  report  on  the  party,  a 
copy  of  which  has  been  passed  to 
me,  claims  the  party's  figures .  for 
1984  include  14  people  who  were 
not  members,  29  of  “doubtful” 
status  and  44  not  on  the  electoral 
register.  From  questionnaire-re¬ 
turns,  he  estimates  total  false 
membership  could  be  200.  Freeson, 
hearing  Monday's  news,  told  me:  “I 
cannot  understand  how  a  party 
receiving  that  kind  of  evidence 
could  refuse  to  hold  an  inquiry."

Going,  going  . . . 

Lady  Spencer  must  be  ruing  the  day 
she  refused  to  contribute  anything 
from  Althorp  to  the  Treasure 
Houses  of  Britain  exhibition  _  in 
Washington.

Six  weeks  have  elapsed  since  Neil 
Kinnock  made  his  non-famous 
speech  at  Bournemouth  denouncing 
the  “generals  of  gesture"  and  the 
“tendency  tacticians",  and  impress¬ 
ing  on  his  party  the  primacy  of  the 
need  to  win  back  power. 

Last  night  he  returned  to  the 
subject  by  setting  out  his  views  on 
democratic  socialism  -  views  that 
do  not  encompass  the  methods  and 
ideologies  of  the  Militant  Tendency. 

It  is  good  headline  stuff,  but  at  the 
same  lime,  in  countless  constituency 
Labour  parties  throughout  the 
country,  reselection  tattles  are 
taking  place,  con  Dieting  tactics  and 
ideas  are  fighting  for  preeminence, 
and  preparations  are  being  made  for 
the  next  election.  How  have  these 
been  affected  by  what  Kinnock  had 
to  say  at  Bournemouth?  How  far 
have  the  ripples  spread? 

Southampton  Test  is  one  of  those 
weathervane  constituencies  that 
Labour  must  win  back  if  it  hopes  to 
regain  power.  It  has  consistently 
swung  with  the  national  mood, 
switching  from  Labour  to  Conserva¬ 
tive  or  vice-versa  five  times  in  the 
past  30  years. 

In  1983  the  Tory  MP  James  Hill 
increased  bis  narrow  majority  to 
more  than  9,000,  closely  reflecting 
the  national  swing.  It  comes  95th  on 
Labour's  list  of  regai liable  seats,  but 
the  local  party  suffers  from  two  of 
Labour's  perennial  problems.  First 
Militant  is  sufficiently  strong  in  the 
local  parly  for  its  candidate  to  have 
secured  40  per  cent  of  the  votes  in 
last  month's  reselection  contest 
Second,  the  Alliance  is  sufficiently 
strong  that  at  the  last  election  it  split 
the  anti-Tory  vote  down  the  middle. 

The  immediate  impact  of 
Kinnock's  speech  has  been  striking. 
Within  a  month  Southampton 
Labour  Party,  which  covers  both 
Test  and  the  neighbouring  con¬ 
stituency  of  Itchen,  recruited  no  less 
than  85  new  members,  nearly 
double  the  number  recruited  in  the 
same  post-confcrencc  period  last 
year  and  a  quarter  of  the  Utal 
recruitment  for  the  whole  of  1984. 

Ruth  Denham,  wife '  of  the 
Southampton  party  president  and 
Itchen  parliamentary  candidate 
John  Denham,  canvassed  one  street 
the  night  after  the  speech.  She  signed 
up  seven  new  members  on  the  spot 
and  left  membership  forms  with 
another  four  interested  house¬ 
holders.  “It  was  an  absolute  knock¬ 
out."  she  recalls.  "Wc  have  never 
had  that  sort  of  response  before/’ 

The  speech  also  significantly 
raised  morale  among  existing 
members.  According  to  one,  "it 
wiped  away  the  trauma  of  the  1983 
election  and  made  people  think 
Labour  can  win  again”.  John 
Denham  believes  it  has  “greatly 
increased  the  number  of  people  who 
feel  not  only  that  Labour  must  win, 
but  that  they  have  a  personal  role 
and  responsibility  to  ensure  it  does". 

From  this  changed  mood,  much 
follows.  For  a  start  it  may  have 
prevented  a  reselection  success 
for  Militant,  which  undoubtedly 
regarded  Test  as  a  target  scat  It 
has  a  full-time  organizer  there  and 
strength,  if  not  control,  in  four  of  the 
seven  wards.  It  had  evidently  taken 
the  decision  after  the  last  election  to 
puli  out  of  Itchen  and  concentrate 
on  Test,  and  for  the  last  two  years  it 


has  conducted  what  even  an 
opponent  described  as  an  “heroic" 
campaign  to  secure  the  nomination 
for  its  own  candidate.  Sue  Atkins. 

Standing  against  her  was  Alan 
Wh  itehead,  the  young  leader  of  the 
city  council  who  has  moved  sharply 
rightwards  since  Labour  took  con¬ 
trol  on  the  council  in  May,  1984.  He 
was,  by  his  own  admission,  "turned 
from  being  the  Livingstone  of 
Southampton  into  the  Kinnock  of 
Southampton". 

Kinnock’s  October  speech  notice¬ 
ably  raised  both  the  temperature  and 
attendances  at  the  three  ward 
nomination  meetings  held  after  the 
conference.  At  the  final  selection 
meeting  on  October  30  a  remarkable 
75  delegates  out  of  a  maximum  of  84 
turned  up,  one  driving  .back 
specially  from  Ireland,  another 
hobbling  in  on  a  broken  foot  In  the 
first  ballot  Whitehead  got  36  votes. 
Atkins  30,  and  the  other  two 
candidates  nine  between  them.  In 
the  second,  Whitehead  secured 
nomination  by  42  to  33. 

Whitehead  believes  Kinnock’s 
performance  may  have  influenced 
six  of  the  nine  wav  ere  rs  to  cast  their 
crucial  votes  for  him  in  the  second 
ballot  Sue  Allans  concedes  that 
mindful  of  the  ensuing  outcry  if  they 
selected  a  Marxist  they  probably 
took  “the  line  of  least  resistance”. 

More  important  however,  was 
the  turnout  Given  the  disparate 
beliefs  of  the  principle  contenders  it 
was  always  going  to  be  high,  but 
Whitehead  suggests  that  without  the 
new  mood  engendered  by  Kinnock, 
“some  people  would  have  said  'Why 
bother  to  turn  out  for  this  selection 
meeting  because  we  are  not  going  to 
win  this  seat  anywayT."  Had  that 
happened,  he  says,  “I  would  have 
lost  the  nomination". 

Atkins  could  bave  won,  a  delegate 
said,  “if  people  felt  the  seat  was  not 
winnable  and  therefore  it  didn't 
matter  who  we  selected.  But  there 
was  a  sense  that  we  were  selecting  an 
MP,  not  a  candidate,  and  that  was 
reflected  in  the  turnout". 

In  another,  more  subtle  way 
Kinnock's  speech  has  strengthened 
the  hand  of  the  more  pragmatic  left 
in  Southampton.  Since  taking 
control  of  the  council,  Whitehead 
and  his  colleagues  have  avoided 


ratecapping  and  confrontation  with 
the  Government.  They  have  imple¬ 
mented  no  extreme  left-wing 
measures.  They  have  preferred  to  do 
the  best  they  can  within  the 
constraints  imposed  on  them  by 
central  government,  and  have 
indulged,  if  need  be,  in  compro¬ 
mises. 

It  is  the  sort  of  council  to  which 
Kinnock  gave  credit  in  Bourne¬ 
mouth:  “They  truly  put  saving  jobs 
and  protecting  services  first  and  they 
found  the  means  to  do  it  Sometimes 
very  unpalatable  means.  Always 
difficult  derisions.  But  they  found 
them.  They  used  all  their  creativity . 
to  find  ways  that  could  best  protect 
those  they  were  elected  to  defend." 

It  is  an  approach  that  has  won 
Whitehead  few  friends  among  the 
Militant  and  more  hard-left  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  party.  As  Sue  Atkins  put 
it:  “I  didn't  join  the  Labour  Party  to 
try  and  run  things  better  than  the 
Conservatives,  but  to  try  and  change 
society."  On  occasion  the  general 
management  committee  has  come 
close  to  withholding  support  from 
the  council's  Labour  group. 

On  October  10,  however,  the 
management  committee  held  its  first 
post-conference  meeting.  A  resol¬ 
ution  was  proposed  supporting 
Liverpool's  fight  against  the 
Government  It  was  passed,  but  only 
after  speaker  after  speaker  had 
drawn  the  clear  distinction  between 
support  for  a  hard-done-by  city  and 
support  for  the  tactics  employed  by 
the  ruling  Militant  friction.  There 
was,  says  one  of  those  present 
“some  very  outspoken  criticism”-  of 
Militant's  methods,  “much  more 
pronounced”  than  he  had  heard 
before. 

Whitehead  suggests  Kinnock's 
speech  had  the  effect  of  “crystaliz- 
ing"  in  members'  minds  the  options 
available  to  Labour  councils.  It 
“drew  distinctions  about  different 
routes  to  socialism  and  got  away 
from  the  linear  definitions  about 
whether  you  are  on  the  left  or  right 
goodie  or  baddie".

Denham  concurs.  He  believes  it 
“set  people  thinking,  forced  them  to 
face  up  to  the  question  of  how  you 
effectively  lead  opposition  when  you 
have  a  Conservative  government  in 
power”.  It  will,  he  says,  “build  on 
the  growing  understanding  we  have 
of  what’ s  achievable  and  what  is  not 
realistic  politics". 

Whitehead  believes  the  speech 
may  therefore  have  silenced  some  of 
his  critics  on  the  management 
committee.  It  has  certainly  consoli¬ 
dated  support  behind  the*  council’s 
approach.  The  real  test,  says 
Denham,  will  -come  next  spring 
when  the  committee  debates 
Labour’s  council  elections  manifesto 
and  in  the  elections  to  the 
management  committee  itself;  when 
Whitehead  believes  Militant’s  rep¬ 
resentation  “may  well  be  cut  down”. 

There  remains  the  question  of 
what  to  do  about  Militant.  Though 
.  its  supporters  number  barely  100  out 
of  a  total  Southampton  party 
membership  now  of  1,100,  that  is 
enough  to  be  a  liability  in  a 
constituency  where  Labour  must 
squeeze  the  Alliance  vote  heavily  in 
order  to  stand  a  chance  of  winning. 
The  local  SDP  chairman,  citing  Sue 
Atkins’  33  votes,  recently  warned 
readers  of  the  Southern  Evening 
Echo  that  Militants  could  be  in  the 
majority  by  the  next  general, 
election,  “holding  councillor  White- 
head  firmly  in  their  grip”.  Such 
attacks  are  bound  to  proliferate  as 
the  election  nears. 

Despite  hints  that  Walworth 
Road  would  look  favourably  on 
expulsions,  Southampton  Labour 
Party  is  unlikely  to  embark  on  that 
course.  “You  don’t  win  political 
arguments  through  organizational 
means,”  contends  Whitehead.  He 
sees  the  solution  in  getting  so  many 
local  people  actively  involved  in  the 
party’s  affairs  that  Militant  sup¬ 
porters  are  “left  standing  on  the 
sidelines  selling  their  newspapers". 

Kinnock's  speech 'does  seem  to 
have  revitalised  Labour’s  grassroots 
support.  It  appears  to  have  strength¬ 
ened  those  who  prefer  to  practise 
what  is  politically  possible  against 
those  who  prefer  to  remain  power¬ 
less  but  “pure".  It  seems,  as  Dennis 
Healey  said  it  would,  to  “have 
shifted  the  centre  of  gravity”.

The  RibWe  Valley 
is  over  the  hfll  and  a  great  way  off!  It 
might  as  well  be  another  country.  As 
readers  may  recall,  Githeroe.  at  the 
heart  of  Waddington’s  bailiwick,  has 
ha^  the  second  lowest  unemploy¬ 
ment  rate  in  the  country,  bettered 
•only  by  Epsom  and  EwelL,  while  in 
;  Blackburn  and  North-East  Lanca- 
|  shire  unemployment  is  well  above 
[the  national  average.  A  recent 
i  analysis  shows  that  m  parts  of  the 
town  it  is  above  43  per  cent;. for 
!  male  Asians,  it  is  48  per  cent. 

If  Waddington  were  to  pay  a  state 
visit  to  Blackburn,,  he  would  there 
discover  the  answer  to  a  problem 
which  is  taxing  what  remains  of  the 
Conservatives'  conscience,  namely 
how  to  help  Asians  and  West 
Indians  find  jobs,  without  appearing 
to  discriminate  against  the  white 
population. 

It  is  a  problem  which  has 
ministers  tied  up  in  knots.  Wadding¬ 
ton  recently  told  the  nation  that  this 
Home  Office  was  moving  towards 
“contract  compliance"  measures  by 
which  the  government’s  consider¬ 
able  purchasing  power  would  tie 
used  to  improve  employment 
practices  of  its  suppliers. 

He  added  that  he  did  not  think 
“we  can  have  reverse  discrimination 
in  this  country”  -  a  sentiment  later 
echoed  by.  his  boss,  Douglas  Hind, 
who  was  faced  with  shrieks,  of  alarm 
from  the.  CBI  and.  Conservative 
backbenchers  and  public  opposition 
from  ministers  at  the  Department  of 
Employment.  Even  the  insulting 
(and  wholly  inaccurate)  notion  that 
contract  compliance  might  Ipad  to 
unqualified  blacks  being  preferred 
for  jobs  to  qualified  whites  was 
trotted  out. 

Reverse  discrimination  —  a 
condescending  arrangement  which 
ends  with  blacks  having  more  jobs 
than  their  numbers  or  qualifications 
would  otherwise  allow  -  might  occur 
if  there  were  equality  of  opportunity; 
if,  to  use  die  analogy  of  .the  race, 
track,  blacks  and  whites  were  lined 
up  together  at  the  sterling  point,  and 
the  only  determinant  of  their 
position  at  the  winning  post  was 


speed  in  the  race.  But  this  is  not  the 
■case.  The' labour  market,  especially 
during  recession,  works  differently. 
There  is  such  massive  (if  impersonal 
and  inadvertent)  discrimination 
against  West  Indians  and  Asians 
that  most  cannot  even  get  into  the 
stadium,  let  alone  secure  a  place 
when  the  starting  pistolffres.  . 

The  meticulous  study  of  the 
Blackburn  and  Darwen  labour 
market  published  by  the  University 
of  Manchester  in  the  summer 
showed  that  the  ,  large  Asian 
community  was  not  subject  to 
discrimination,  when  .  it  came  to 
redundancies  andthe  loss  df  jobs. 
Nor  did*  Asians  feel  discrimination 
when  looking  for  jobs.  Nonetheless, 
the  recruitment  system'  discrimi¬ 
nated  .  against  ihrin,~  so  that  on 
average  they  are  out  of  work  for 
twice  as  long  as  whites  witirsiinfiar 
qualifications 

The  explanation  of  this  systematic 
discrimination  lies  in  how  people  get 
jobs.  Most  jobs  are  filled  not  by 
Jobcentres  but  by  informal  contact 
with  job-givers  -  foremen,  super¬ 
visors,  managers  who,  for  the  best 
and  -  not  tire  worst-,  of  human, 
motives,  seek  fo-endoiw  .the  gift  of 
work. which  they  hold  upon  their 
friends,  relatives  and  neighbours. 
Job-givers  are  almost  exclusively 
white.  The  Asians  'and  West  Indians, 
the  outsiders, .  are  not  considered, 
and  jobs  go  to  whites. 

Contract  .compliance  -  measures 
and  sensible  quota  systems,  rather 
than  disccimmating  in  anyone’s 
favour,  would  ensure  equal  advan¬ 
tage:  they  make  job-givers  think 
twice  before  they  give  a  job  to 
someone  they  happen  to  know,  and 
force  them  consciously  .and  con¬ 
scientiously  to  consider  recruits 
from  thecommunily  as  awhdte. . 

The'  need  for  equal  advantage 
measures  exists  in  every  -area  of 
employment,'  but  nowhere  '  more 
acutely  than .  in  the  policefbrce. 
Waddington  knows  of  the  urgent 
need  to  broaden  the  social  base  of 
the  police.  “There  are  many  signs 
that  if  you  increase  the  number  of 
black  poHcemen, you  can  averts  lot 
oftroiibta,”  he  said  hist  month.  But 
recriuimeni  under  the  present 
passive  system  ill  getting  worse.  . 

The /claim  that  the  number  of 
ethnic  minority  policemen  in  Eng¬ 
land  has  doubled  since:  1982 
disguises  an  alarming  situation  in 
Loudon,  ■  where  '  the.  number  of 
recruits;  from  these  groups  to  the 
Metropolitan  Police  has  almost 
halved:  65  were  recruited  in  1982, 74 
in  1983,  but  only  3d  last  year.  Ther 
net  increase  m  1984  was  15,  since  21 
officers  left  the  force. 

Hunt  has  described  the  levels  of 
non-white  officers  in  the  police  as 
“woefully  inadequate”-  He  is  right 
But  he,  and  those  others  who  have 
qualms  about  quotes,  must  be  asked 
what  instead  they  intend  to  do.  Or 
are  pious  phrases  and  public  hand- 
washing  to  be  their  substitute  for  a 
-policy?

New  lease  of  life  for  the  death  squads? 


Fresh  from  an  emotional  reunion 
with  his  daughter  Ines  after  her  six- 
week  ordeal  in  the '  hands  of 
guerrillas  in  El  Salvador,  and  from  a 
warm  welcome  by  Ronald  Reagan  in 
the  White  ■  House,  President  Jose 
Napoleon  Duane  was  in  good  form 
when  he  addressed  journalists  in 
Washington  recently. 

The  “merciless  violence”  in  his 
long-suffering  country  owed  every¬ 
thing,  Duarte  declared,  to  the 
“support,  direction,  approval  and 
timely  protection  of  the  terrorist 
dictatorship  in  Nicaragua".  The 
recent  wave  of  kidnappings  of 
government  functionaries,  and  the 
killing  of  six  Americans  at  a 
pavement  cafe  in  San  Salvador  in 
June,  he  said,  amounted  to  the 
opening  of  a  new  front  in  the  five- 
year-old  war  with  the  Marxist 
guerrillas.  Their  objective  was  “to 
provoke  repression,  introduce  dis¬ 
agreement  within  die  armed  forces 
and  my  government  and  frighten  the 
civilian  population  by  showing  that 
no  one,  not  even  the  president,  was 
raft  from  terrorism”. 

Strong  stuff,  delivered  with 
Duarte’s  usual  apleal  "as  democrat, 
patriot  and  decent  man.  But  as  a 
diplomat  at  the  Nicaraguan  embassy 
in  Washington  unkindly  observed, 
the  Salvadoran  leader’s  main 
had  clearly  been  to  lay  down  a 
“smokescreen"  to  conceal  the  extent 
of  his  troubles  back  home, 

The  decision  to  hand  over  a 


sizeable  collection  of  wounded 
guerrillas  and  several  rebel  comman¬ 
dants  in  exchange  for  Ines,  her 
girlfriend  and  a  handful  of  local 
government  officials  was  bitterly 
opposed  by  a  number  of  senior 
figures  within  the  armed  forces. 

It  has  also  been  argued,  with  some 
force,  that  capitulating  to  the 
guerrillas'  demands  made  further 
kidnappings  of  prominent  targets 
almost  inevitable.  The  ultra-right 
wing  Arena  party,  implacably 
opposed  to  Duarte  and  his  Christian 
Democrats,  has  weighed  in  with 
newspaper  advertisements  spelling 
out  this  criticism  in  spiteful  terms. 

So  is  this  the  end  of  the  uneasy 
honeymoon  between  the  president 
and  his  generals?  Barely  six  months 
ago,  there  were  encouraging  signs 
that  the  army  really  had  become 
more  interested  in  defeating  the 
guerrillas  on  the  battlefield  than 
cooperating  with  right-wing  death 
squads  against  “enemies  of  the 
fatherland”.  This  owed  much,  of 
course,  to  the  realization  among 
brighter  officers  that  Duarte’s 
elected  civilian  government  was 
indispensable  if  they  were  to 
guarantee  the  flow  of  military  and 
economic  aid  from  Washington. 
Even  so,  there  seemed  some  cause 
for  guarded  optimism  in  a  land 
where  despair  had  become  endemic. 

Tire  word  in  Washington  is  that 
the  military's  price  for  going  along 


with  the  exchange  of  prisoners  was 
an  even  freer  hand  in  the  conduct  of 
the  war.  Since  the  failure  of  the 
peace  initiative  that  had  started  so 
hopefully  a  little  over  a  year  ago, 
senior  officers  have  been  complain¬ 
ing  that  while  their  men  fight  and 
die,  the  government  seems  utterly 
incapable  of  winning  its  own 
economic  and  political  tatties. 

The  headlong  disintegration  of  the 
economy  is  particularly  damaging 
for  Duarte.  Guerrillas  are  once  ap>in 
stepping  up  attacks  on  the  country’s 
crumbling  infrastructure:  -  bridges 
and  railway  lines  are  blown  up, 
pipelines  and  electricity  networks 
sabotaged,  crops,  equipment  and 
warehouses  in  vital  coffee  and  sugar 
growing  zones  relentlessly  destroyed. 

Duarte  is  most  threatened  by  two 
factions.  Leaders  of  the  major  trade 
unions,  once  staunch  allies  of 
Duarte,  are  now  strong  critics. 
Unemployment  among  their  mem¬ 
bers  is  well  over  50  per  cent,  the 
Salvadoran  colon  is  plunging  in 
value,  and  foreign  investment  has 
dried  up. 

American  intelligence  sources 
believe  that  union  leadership  is  well 
infiltrated  by  guerrilla  supporters 
and  a  new  campaign  of  strikes  and 
protests  to  destabilize  Duarte’s 
administration  is  expected.  On  past 
form,  this  would  invite  a  violent 
backlash  from  the  right 
There  are  ominous  signs  that 
hard-line  businessmen,  notably  the 


embattled  coffee  growers,  are  itching  j 
to  unleash  their  well  equipped 
private  annies  again.  “I  think  killing  j 
is  intrinsically  bad,  but  with  some , 
exceptions,”  one  prominent  indus- 1 
irialist  told  a  reporter  recently.

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Mr  Neil  Kinnock  has  delivered 
his  dissertation  oil  the  *Van- 
guardism”  of  the  “entryists”  who 
persist  in  infiltrating  and  “ex¬ 
ploiting”  the  Labour 'party.- He' 
neither  minced  his  words  nor. 
disguised  fus  taeget,  the  Militant 
Tendency.  His  Fabian  Society 
audience  was  reminded  that 
throughout  Labour’s .  history, 
such  “self-appointed'  elites”  L  of 
“democratic  centralists”  have 
used  undemocratic  methods  to 
stifle  dissent  within'  their'  own 
organizations,  and  that  they  are , 
also  wholly  dishonest.

BEETHOVEN.-This  great  composer, 

,  whose  original  and  finifthnd  pro¬ 
ductions  are  so  much  admired  and 
\  sought  for  by  musicians,  resides  at 
present  in  Vienna,  tbe  city  where 
’  Haydn  passed  the  greater  part  of  his 
life,  and  where  Mozart,  nuritw  the 
patronage  of  the  Emperor  JOSEFS  IX, 

■  composed  some  of  his  best  works. 

Vienna,  therefore,  has  had  the  honour 
>  of  receiving  within  its  walls  three 
musicians,  the  greatest  that  ever 
i-  existed:  men  who  have  refined  and 
exalted  their  art  in  the  highest  degree, 
and  who  will  mark  out  to  future  a 
true  Augustan  age  of  music.  Beetho¬ 
ven  is  about  50  years  of  age,  and  eqjoyB 
excellent  health.  He  is  unfortunately 
afflicted  with  deafness,  but  not  to  so 
great  degree  as  former  accounts  had  led 
us  to  suppose:  he  is  able  to  converse 
readily  with  tbe  assistance  of  an  ear- 
trumpet;  end  an  inpmimni  artist  is 
contriving  an  apparatus  of  the  same 
nature  to  be  fixed  to  his  pianoforte, 
which  will  facilitate  his  musical  studies 
by  enabling  him  to  hear  more  distinctly 
the  sound  of  his  instrument-  He  has 
never  been  married,  is  of  retired  habits 
of  life,  and  is  said  to  be  somewhat 
uncouth  in  his  manners;  he  is 
passionately  devoted  to  his  art,  and  is 
revered  by.  all  who  know  him  as  a  true 
man  of  genius.  His  mind  has  a  strong 
tincture  of  independence:  though  far 
from  rich,  he  cannot  be  induced  to 
compose  on  any  other  suggestions  than 
those  of  his  own  mind.  An  Rngliah 
gentleman,  a  great  amateur,  lately  at 
Vienna,  was  anxious  to  obtain  some 
compositions  from  so  great  a  master, 
and  offered  him.  through  the  medium 
of  his  physician  and  most  intimate 
friend,  carte- b laches  (sic)  as  to  price  for 
any  number  of  symphonies  he  chose  to 
write:  unfortunately,  he  ventured  to 
prescribe,  as  a  model  for  their 
construction,  the  first  and  second  of 
the  author,  which  are  in  plainer  style 
than  the  rest.  Beethoven  could  with 
difficulty  be  brought  to  listen  to  the 
proposal;  but  when  he  found  tee 
condition  that  was  tacked  to  it,  he  said 
very  drily  to  the  physician.  “When  I  am 
unwell  I  take  your  advice:  when  I 
compose  1  take  my  own,"  and  would 
not  bestow  any  farther  notice  on  the 
proposition.  Since  the  Continent  has 
been  in  a  pacific  state,  he  has  been 
visited  by  musicians  from  this  country 
and  every  part  of  Europe,  led  by 
veneration  for  the  man,  and  a  desire  to 
profit  by  his  remarks.  The  boldness, 
the  fertility  of  his  invention,  the 
splendour  of  his  compositions  in 
general  are  well  known;  but  we  believe 
that  it  has  not  before  been  observed 
that  his  early  pieces  are  scarcely  less 
finished  than  his  later  ones:  by  a 
happiness  which  is  quite  uncommon  he 
seems  to  have  appeared  a t  once  in  full 
perfection. 

University  blacklist

Sir,  The  ftindamental  weakness  wit! 
the  Economic  and  Social  Research 
Council  “blacklist"  concerning  re¬ 
search  studentships  (report, 
November  2)  is  that  it  flows  from  a 
mistaken  view  about  tee  significance 
of  delayed  thesis  submission. 

When  in  November,  1979.  as 
chairman  of  our  graduate  com¬ 
mittee,  I  reviewed  the  current  status 
of  II  thesis  students  (British  and 
overseas)  who  had  first  registered 
four  years  earlier,  it  transpired  teat 
none  of  teem  had  completed  a 
DPhil,  although  one  had  submitted. 
With  that  performance  we  would 
clearly  have  been  on  tee  blacklist. 

Selling  aside  the  one  who  had 
withdrawn  (io  become  a  chartered 
accountant),  of  tee  nine  non-submii- 
ters,  four  were  in  academic  teaching 
posts  and  the  other  five  in  full-time 
research  jobs  in  universities,  tanks' 
or  local  government,  where  tee  skills 
they  had  acquired  were  being  put  to 
gortl  use.  Had  wc  “failed”? 

Surely  not.  A  graduate  student,  by 
the  end  of  two  years  of  thesis  work 
has  usually  demonstrated  his  ability 
to  master  complex  material  in  a 
rigorous  way,  so  as  soon  as  a  suitable 
job  comes  up  he  will  go  for  it.  But 
that  might  not  be  foe  natural  time  to 
pull  foe  thesis  material  together  and 
write  it  up. 

Surely  the  sensible  way  forward  is 
to  fry  to  work  out  ’with  those 
involved  in  research  training  some 
way  of  making  an  assessment  which 
does  not  distort  the  training  process 
itself. 

As  for  the  proposal  that  all 
departments  within  a  university  will 
he  blacklisted  if  foe  overall  level  of 
performance  of  tee  group  falls  below  - 
tee  selected  norm,  this  seems 
alarmingly  close  to  the  terrorist 
tactic  of  taking  hostages!  Could 
someone  explain  to  me  the  morality 
of  this  proposal?  Should  not  this 
whole  approach  be  urgently  reap¬ 
praised  before  too  much  damage 
(intellectual  and  moral)  is  done?

!  News  of  expensive  works  of  art 
faflmg  to  sell  came  in  from  New 
York,  Geneva  and  London 
yesterday;  the  very  rich  seem  to 
have  got  the  wind  op. 

Phillips  branched  die  week 
of  Impressionist  and  modem 
picture  sales  In  New  York  with 
a  disastrous  evening  sale;  ail 
die  top  lots  tailed  to  sell  and  a 
total  of  £414,130  left  60  per 
cent  of  tiie  auction  unsold  in 
cash  terms.  Two  Renoirs  were 
left  unsold  at  $340,000  a  time 
and-a  Manet  at  $200,000. 

Phillips  commented  that  the 
paintings  that  failed  to  sell  had 
been  consigned  by  dealers  and 
bad  been  recently  on  the 
market;  pictures  from  private 
sources  did  much  better. 

In  London  Christie’s  failed 
to  sell  its  most  expensive 
violins  in  an  important  sale  of 
musical  instruments,  which  was 
left  with  58  per  cent  unsold  and 
a  total  of  £218,187.  A  Carlo 
Bergonzi  violin  of  1723  was 
unsold  at  £95,000  (unpublished 
estimate  £120,000)  and  a 
Andrea  Goaraeri  of  1664  at 
£65,000  (unpublished  estimate 
£85,000  to  £85,000). 

The  big  success  of  this  sale 
was  a  rare  ivory  recorder  with 
gold  mounts  nude  by  Thomas 
Stanesby  Jar,  which  sold  for 
£27,000  (estimated  £10,000  to 
£15,000).  It  sets  a  new  auction 
price  record  for  a  wind 
instrument. 

In  Geneva  Sotheby’s  sale  of 
Oriental  carpets  was  53  per 
cent  unsold  with  a  total  of 
£316,090,  which  made  Chris¬ 
tie’s  unsuccessful  silver  sale, 
with  a  total  of  £216,285  and  42 
per  cent  left  unsold,  look  quite 
good.  A  massive  silver-gilt 
centrepiece  made  in  about  1893 
for  King  Umberto  II  of  Italy 
was  left  unsold  at  190,000 
Swiss  francs. 


Sotherby’s  sale  of  fine  and 
rare  wines  in  Geneva  continued 
the  story  with  a  total  of 

£80^590  and  40  per  cent  unsold. 
The  particularly  rare  wines  of 
fiw  vintages  .  were  finding 
buyers  but  there  were  not 
enough  buyers  to  carry  off  the 
balk  of  tiie  520  lots  on  offer. 

An  all-day  sale  of  Japanese 
works  of  art  at  Sotheby’s  in 
London  was  the  exception,  with 
a  total  of  £701,404  and  12  per 
cent  unsold-  Even  here  the 
furniture  and  the  bronzes 
proved  hard  to  move  but  there 
was  strong  competition  for  the 
lacquer,  the  ivories,  the  cloi¬ 
sonne  and  above  all  the 
ceramics. 

A  rare  seventeenth-century 
Kakiemon  porcelain  figure  oF  a 
monkev  seemed  £16,500  (esti¬ 
mate  £8,000  to  £12,000)  and  a 
big  nineteenth-century  earthen¬ 
ware  vase  by  Khiknzan  made 
the  same  price  (estimate  £7,000  j 
to  £10,000). 

A  large  lacquer  travelling 
shrine  made -in  about  1600  for 
the  Christian  market  sold  for. 
£121,000,  not  the  highest  price 
on  record  for  one  of  these  rare 
items  but  a  high  one  since 
several  examples  have  been  on 
the  market  recently  and  more 
are  said  to  be  on  the  way.

Chemical  reactions  controlled 
by  catalysts  are  the  bedrock  of  the 
petrochemical  and  plastics  indns- 
I  try. 

Now  a  Soviet  discovery,  said  to 
have  changed  the  understanding  of 
the  chemistry  of  the  formation  of 
synthetic  stereoregolar  materials, 
has  earned  its  authors.  Academ¬ 
ician  Boris  Dolgopk*  '  and  Dr 
Elena  Tinyakom,  a  Lenin  prize. 

Stereochemistry  is  concerned 
with  the  influence  of  shape  of  a 
molecule,  and  stereoregnlar  mat¬ 
erials  are  tactic  polymers,  com¬ 
pounds  whose  molecules  are 
arranged  in  a  regular  pattern.  A 
knowledge  of  them  Is  of  great 
importance  fur  the  mannfactme  of 
synthetic  materials  with  plastic 
and  rubber-lihe  properties. 

As  a  result  of  this  research,  the 
Institute  of  03  Chemical  Syn¬ 
thesis  oT  the  Soviet  Academy  of 
Sciences  has,  “for  die  first  time  in 
foe  world”,  been  able  to  use 
catalysts  of  organometallic  com¬ 
plexes  of  various  transition  metals 
to  obtain  different  types  of 
synthetic  robber  with  foe  same 
structural  pattern  as  that  of 
natural  robbers. 

I  The  two  scientists,  whose  work 
|  has  been  published  in  a  paper 


called  “Metallo-organic  catalysis 
-in  foe -polymerization  process”,  is 
said  to  shed  new  light  oh  the 
chemical  reactions  leading  to  the 
formation  of  polymers,  and  have 
now  proposed  a  family  at  new 
catalysts  far  industr  ial  nse.  __ 

For  the  past  25  year*  the 
Ziegler-Natla  catalysts  (titanium 
chloride  and  triethyl  alrnnfaihun), 
which  promote  foe  polymerization 
of  ethylene  and  other  petrochemi¬ 
cals,  have  formed  a  basis  for  the 
huge  scale  industrial  production  of 
many  plastic  materials. 

To  produce  a  stereoregnlar 
polymer,  thousands  of  bmkthig 
blocks,  or  monomers,  must  Join  to 
form  a  chain.  The  properties 
depend  on  the  natore  of  each 
monomeric  link. 

The  Soviet  scientists  argued  far 
replacing  the  Zkgkr-Nattx  cata¬ 
lysts  used  in  industry,  saying  they 
are  too  complicated.  Instead,  they 
have  started  to  use  indiridnal 
nwtalhHorgamc  compmds  of 
metals  indeding  nickel,  molyb¬ 
denum  rhioaii..m,  tungsten,  ni¬ 
obium,  neodynhnn  and  others  as 
catalysts. 

Nmneroaa  experiments  conduc¬ 
ted  by  *hw  showed  that  synthe¬ 


sized  metaUo-araanic  compounds 
act  as  a  matrix.  aOkwring  each  M 
in  a  polymeric  chain  to  he  .formed  . 
to  a  strictiyjregalar  pattern.  These 
experiments  have  led  far  foe 
creation  of  new  and.  effective , 
catalysts  in  the  Soviet  Union.  . 

Another  important  line  of 
research  pnrsoed  by  them,  concen¬ 
trated  on  the  stadies  of  metathesis 
reaction,  or  doable  decomposition, 
the  salistltutlon  of  (me  radical  or 
atom  for  another  in  a  molecule. 
The  .  essence  of  this  procera 
discovered  about  20  year  ago,  is 
that,  in  foe  .presence  of  some 
catalysts  containing  componods  of 
tungsten,  mdybdentna.  rhenium  or 
tantalum,  the  formation  of  mol- 
ecnles  happens  very  prickly  at  low 
tmnperatnres.

Societies 
raise  £631m 
wholesale

A  record  October  for  building 
society  net  receipts  and  loans  to 
homebuyers-  may  herald  the 
disappearance  of  mortgage 
queues. 

Figures  from  the  Building 
Societies  Association  yesterday 
show  that,  while  mortgage 
demand  was  a  record  £2.51 
billion  the  societies  took  in  a 
net  total  of  £1.427  million  -  the 
highest  in  building  society 
history. 

The  huge  influx  of  funds 
resulted  partly  from  societies 
taking  advantage  of  provisions 
in  this  year’s  Finance  Act, 
which  make  it  easier  for  them  to 
raise  money  from  wholesale 
sources. 

The  net  inflow  of  £63 1 
million  from  sources  such  as 
Eurobonds,  certificates  of  de¬ 
posit  and  negotiable  bonds,  was 
the  highest  net  monthly  amount 
to  date. 

This  means  that  societies  are 
no  longer  so  dependent  on 
investors'  deposits  for  their 
lending  requirements.  Unoffi¬ 
cially,  the  BSA  has  already 
abandoned  mortgate  targets  - 
the  amounts  considered  necess¬ 
ary  to  satisfy  mortgage  demand. 

Mr  Richard  Weir,  secretary- 
general  of  tbe  BSA,  .'said 
yesterday:  “The  flexibility 
which  societies  have  in  the 
wholesale  markets  makes  it  less 
appropriate  for  there  any  longer 
to  be  a  target  for  the  retail 
i  inflow  necessary  to  meet  mort¬ 
gage  demand.

AH 
groups  are  acutely  aware  that 
the  crisis  has  been  intensified  by 
the  withdrawal  from  the  UVLE 
of  MMC  Metals,  a  subsidiary 
of  Malaysian  Mining  Corpor¬ 
ation.  The  concern  is  that  die 


Malaysian  Government,  which 
controls  MMC,  may  not  meet 
Its  obligation  to  the  ITC,  which 
is  to  meet  tomorrow. 

Tbe  worry  revolves  around 
MMCs  tin  contracts.  MMC 
has  sold  about  3,500  tonnes  to 
the  buffer  stock  of  the  ITC. 

MMC  is  believed  to  have 
posted  about  £2  million  in 
answer  to  the  LME’s.  cash  call 
two  weeks  ago. 

The  departure  of  MMC 
threatens  the  plan  by  the  banks 
to  offer  bridging  finance  to  toe 
ITC  and  metal  dealers  in  return 
for  an  orderly  resumption  of  tin 
trading. 


International  monetary  ex¬ 
perts  agreed  here  yesterday  at  a 
special  meeting  on  the  dollar 
that  the  system  of  floating 
exchange  rates  must  be  either 
replaced  or  revised  to  sustain 
orderly  world  growth.

Macau  link 
aidsC&W 
drive 

into  China

Macau 

Cable  and  Wireless’s  tele¬ 
phone  network  in  the  Portu¬ 
guese  administered  territory  of, 
Macao  has  moved  into  the 
black  more  than  three  years 
earlier  than  was  expected. 

The  smalt  but  East  growing 
network  hu  become  a  central 
plank  in  the  group's  drive  for 
business  in  mainland  Chinn. 

Macau,  40  miles  north  or 
Hong  Kong,  has  a  population  of 
about  350,000  which  is  swollen 
daily  to  500,000  by  migrant 
labour  from  China’s  special 
economic  zones. 

When  C  &  W  took  over  the 
network  in  August  1981,  it 
inherited  a  delapidated  system 
with  only  15,000  subscribers. 
Today  there  are  36,000  sub¬ 
scribers,  increasing  at  a  rate  of 
10,000  a  year. 

Telephone  traffic  between 
Macau  and  China  is  growing  at 
an  annual  rate  of  200  to  300  per 
cent  while  the  territory’s 
international  traffic  is  soaring. 

The  company  is  forced  by 
the  terms  of  the  concession  to 
provide  all  local  calls  flee  of 
charge.  An  increase  in  the 
proportion  of  residential  users 
in  the  network  has  reduced  the 
average  number  of  daily  calls 
per  phone  from  12.5  when  C  & 
W  took  over  to  8-5  today. 

Mr  Richard  Histed,  manag¬ 
ing  director  of  the  network, 
would  like  to  see  local  call 
charging  introduced 

Negotiations  between  Portu¬ 
gal  and  China  about  handing 
administration  of  Macau  back 
to  China  begin  next  year. 
Portuguese  rule  has  become 
increasingly  unpopular  with 
Macau’s  trilingual  inhabitants 
in  recent  years.  Provided  a 
Hong  Kong-like  settlement  is 
reached;  CAW  believes  that 
the  changeover  can  only  benefit 
the  company's  business  aims  in 
the  region.

FOOTBALL:  NORTHERN  IRELAND  ONLY  A  DRAW  AWAY  FROM  WORLD  CUP  FINALS 

Teams  with  a  point  to  prove

Twelve  Englishmen  go  on 
trial  in  Wembley’s  spacious 
courtroom  tonighL  The  eyes  of 
the  world,  as  Bobby  Robson 
puts  it,  will  be  trained  on  bis 
side  to  see  whether  they  readily 
concede  the  point  that  Northern 
Ireland  will  probably  require  to 
qualify  for  a  place  in  Mexico 
nexi  summer. 

The  Irish  must  avoid  defeat 

to  be  certain  of  reaching  the 
World  Cup  finals.  Even  if  they 
lose,  they  will  still  go  through  if 
Romania,  who  beat  Turkey  3-0 
in  Bucharest  in  April,  fail  to  win 
the  return  tie  in  Izmir  tonight. 
The  Irish  must  expect  the  worst. 
Turkey  have  gained  only  one 
point  so  far  in  group  three. 

Neither  Robson  nor  Billy 
Bingham,  bis  Northern  Irish 
counterpart  has  the  slightest 
doubt  about  the  eventual 
verdict.  “There  is  no  possibility 
whatsoever  of  any  sort  of 
collusion  happening  here,” 
Bingham  says. 

Ever  since  the  potentially 
awkward  'situation  became 
apparent  a  month  ago.  Robson 
has  repeatedly  emphasized  that 
the  Irish  will  have  “to  earn  on

Peter  Ball  meets  Northern  Ireland’s  guiding  light 

Mcllroy  determined  to  secure 
his  place  in  the  sun 


One  -of  the  happiest  aspects  of 
Northern  Ireland's  successes  in  the 
1980a  has  been  the  opportunities  for 
a  place  in  the  sn  offered  to  players 
whose  fortunes  in  dnb  football  have 
been  in  decline. 

This  has  been  especially  true  for 
their  captain.  Martin  O’Neill’s  days 
of  European  glory  with  Nottingham 
Forest  had  already  passed  when  he 
led  the  side  to  the  World  Cnp  finals 
in  Spain  in  1982,  and  his  current 
successor,  Sammy  Mcllroy,  is 
hoping  to  continue  the  pattern 
tonight  when  he  leads  Northern 
Ireland  against  England. 

An  Dodemonstrative  captain. 
Mcllroy  leads  by  example  and  be  is 
inspired  by  the  prospect  oT  going  to 
Mexico.  “I  never  thought  I'd  get  the 
chance  to  play  in  one  World  Cap,  let 
alone  too.  To  be  honest,  this  is 
probably  my  last  chance  to  play  in 
two,  and  v(t  have  got  to  be 
optimistic.  It  was  very  hud  work  in 
Spain:  we  trained  very  hard  in  the 
heat.  But  h  would  be  terrible  to  be 
sitting  here  next  summer  watching 
the  World  Cup  on  television  and 
dunking  how  dose  we’d  been.  We 
are  optimistic  for  we  always  rise  to 
the  occasion  when  our  hacks  are  to 
the  wall,  and  we  know  we  can  match 
England." 

The  last  of  the  Busby  production 
line  at  OM  TrafTdrd,  Mcllroy,  now 
31,  made  an  immediate  impact  for 
Manchester  United,  scoring  on  his 
debut  as  a  teenager  in  1971  against 
Manchester  City  in  a  3-3  -draw,  a 
game  which  was  mmoitnons  even  by 
the  standards  of  Manchester 
derbies.  Although  he  soon  became  a 
regular  in  the  Northern  Ireland  side, 
throughout  the  seventies  he  was 
most  readily  identified  as  a  United 
player,  first  as  a  forward  and  then 
moving  back  to  his  current  position 
in  midfield. 

After  toe  initial  flurry,  he  has  not 
been  a  prolific  goal-scorer,  but  in 
400  games  he  scored  some 
memorable  goals  for  United, 
inchiding  the  thrilling  individual 
effort  which  triggered  the  climatic 
finish  to  the  1979  FA  Cup  finaL 
That  goal  against  Arsenal  was 
typical  of  Mcllroy.  as  be  embarked 
on  a  mazy  dribble,  twisting  and 
turning  past  three  defenders  before 
stabbing  the  ball  surely  beyond  the 
grasp  of  his  international  colleague. 
Jennings. 

Equally  typical  of  the  man  was  bis 
farewell  to  Old  Trafford  in  1981. 
responding  with  three  goals  to  the 
sight  of  Bryan  Robson,  his 
replacement  in  United's  mid  field, 
signing  for  the  club  on  the  pitch 
before  the  game. 

“1  think  Atkinson  had  made  tip 
his  mind  what  he  was  going  to  do 
before  he  came,  “Mcllroy  said,  “and 
no  matter  what  I  did  1  wasn't  going 
to  change  his  mind.  It  was  a  big 
wrench  leaving  -  I’d  been  there  13 
years,  then  Atkinson  comes  along 
and  I'm  no  longer  wanted.  I  felt  I 
didn't  want  to  bang  around 
somewhere  where  I  wasn’t  wanted, 
so  I  went  to  Stoke.  Maybe  I  rushed 
into  It  and  should  have  waited  a  bit, 
bat  the  World  Cnp  was  coming  up

and  I  needed  to  play  first  team 
football.  And  going  to  Stoke  meant  I 
didn't  have  to  move  the  family." 

After  ao  encouraging  beginning, 
the  move  to  Stoke  City  was  not  a 
happy  one.  culminating  in  relegation 
last  season.  In  the  summer.  Mcllroy 
leapt  at  the  chance  to  return  home  to 
Manchester  and  join  Manchester 
City,  but  so  far  that  has  not  changed 
his  club  fortunes. 

A  young,  inexperienced  team  have 
found  the  demands  of  the  first 
division  stretching  them  to  the  limit, 
and  supporters  who  expect  the  dub 
to  compete  with  United,  Liverpool 
and  Ererlon  have  not  been  patient. 
Mcllroy,  who  has  been  troubled 
with  niggling  injuries,  has  been  a 
particular  butt,  his  long  association 
with  rivals  United  making  him  the 
target  for  the  frustration  of  n 
vociferous  minority  at  Maine  Road. 

In  his  younger  days,  although  he 
had  Best  and  Doagan  among  his 
colleagues,  trips  with  Northern 
Ireland  were  generally  unrewarding 
and  even  in  his  forward  days 
Mcllroy  had  few  opportunities  to 
acquire  a  goal-scoring  reputation. 
“'We  really  were  underdogs  early  in 
my  career,"  Mcllroy  said.  “But 
w nil^r  first  Danny  Bfanchflowcr  »«i 
now  Billy  Bingham,  we  have  come 
on  a  heck  of  a  lot." 


Nowadays  Mcllroy  finds  his 
greatest  satisfaction  in  the  inter¬ 
national  team.  “It  is  great  to  get 
away  and.  go  with  a  successful  team; 
it  gives  you  a  real  pick-me-np." 

Mcllroy.  a  veteran  with  80  caps, 
has  been  an  important  member  of 
the  Irish  !  team,  his  wiry  body, 
covering  acres  of  ground  in  midfield, 
where  his  ability  to  run  and  run 
proved  an  embarrassment  to 
England  in  their  locky  win  in 
Belfast.  Bingham  had  no  reser¬ 
vations  about  picking  his  captain, 
even  when  Mrllroy's  club  form  may 
not  have  warranted  it. 

“Sammy  has  always  played  well 
for  Ireland,"  Bingham  said.  “I  think 
he  is  one  of  those  players  who  play 
better  in  a  good  side.  Ramsey  used  to 
select  players  for  England  who  were 
not  always  doing  well  in  dnb 
football  because  he  knew  they  would 
do  a  job  for  him,  and  Sammy  has 
done  so  for  me. 

“He  has  played  extremely  welUa 
the  dual  role  as  player  and  captain, 
and  in  fact  he  was  outstanding  in  the 
previous  match  against  England  and 
again  last  mouth  in  Romania."  _ 

In  his  turn,  Mcllroy  pays  tribute 
to  his  defenders'  performance  in 
Bucharest.  "Pat  and  the  back  four 
were  all  fantastic,"  be  said.  He  is 
bopefnl  of  a  similar  display  tonighL

confirmed  yesterday.  Hie  sec¬ 
ond  division  chairmen  have 
agreed  "in  principle”  to  the 
plan,  drawn  up  by  the  first 
division  chairmen  on  Monday, 
which  would  sever  the  link 
between  the  top  44  clubs  and 
the  48  in  the  third  and  fourth 
divisions. 

Differences  remain,  however, 
on  the  sue  of  the  new  structure 
proposed.  The  second  division 
chairmen  would  prefer  to  keep 
the  top  two  divisions  as  they  are 
(each  of  22  clubs  rather  than  20 
in  the  first  and  24  in  the  second 
as  put  forward  by  the  so-called 
super  league  representatives) 
but  with  four  clubs  being 
relegated  and  promoted  each 
season  instead  of  the  present 
three. 

Philip  Carter,  Everton’s 
chairman,  said  that  sub-com¬ 
mittees  representing  the  first 
and  second  divisions  would  be 
set  up  and  will  meet  next  week. 
“We  will  discuss  the  counter¬ 
proposals  and  see  if  we  can 
come  to  an  amicable  agreement 
between  us.”  He  added  that  the 
“differences  were  only  on 
questions  of  detail”. 

When  the  subcommittees 
have  closed  the  gap  that  exists, 
they  will  ask  the  League  to  call 
an  extraordinary  general  meet¬ 
ing  and  the  proposal  will  then 
be  put  to  the  vote,  probably  not 
until  the  new  year.  If  the  first 
and  second  divisions  give  their 
solid  support,  there  is  nothing 
that  the  third  and  fourth 
division  can  do  to  stop  the 
venture  from  being  approved. 

Carter,  who  will  head  the  first 
division's  sub-committee, 
claimed  that  “there  is  full  and 
complete  agreement”  between 
the  first  division  chairmen,  but 
one  dissenting  voice  was  to  be 
heard.  Maurice  Roworth.  of 
Nottingham  Forest,  com¬ 
mented:  "We  are  against  isolat¬ 
ing  the  third  and  fourth 
divisions  because  we  believe  it 
would  be  a  weakness  in  the 
Football  League”. 

Jack  Dunnett,  the  League 
president  who  is  the  chairman 
of  Notts  County,  admitted  that 
he  would  be  forced  to  leave  his

The  management  committee 
also  suggested  that  any  future 
sponsorship  revenue  of  the 
League  should  be  allocated  to 
the  top  two  divisions,  that  the 
levy  clubs  pay  to  the  League 
pool  from  their  gates  should  be 
cut  from  four  to  three  per  cent 
and  that  contributions  to  the 
pool  from  Milk  and  FA  Cup 
matches  should  be  reduced 
from  20  per  cent  and  3316  per 
cent  respectively  to  10  per  cent] 
in  each  competition. 

A  change  in  the  transfer  fee 
tribunal  was  also  suggested.

Aylesbury  United  did  not  have  to 
wait  for  the  draw  for  the  first  round 
of  the  FA  Cnp  lo  know  that  they 
would  be  playing  away  from  home.

Australia  hit  rock  bottom 
with  historic  defeat 


Brisbane  f  Reuter)  -  Richard 
Hadlee  completed  ihe  destruction  of 
Australia  before  lunch  on  the  final 
day  of  the  firet  Test  here  yesterday, 
taking  his  match  figures  to  IS  for 
123  as  New  Zealand  won  by  an 
innings  and  4 1  runs. 

New  Zealand's  first  Test  victory 
on  Australian  soil  was  Australia's 
third  successive  innings  defeat, 
following  their  two  decisive  losses  at 
the  end  of  the  series  in  England. 
They  have  never  had  such  a 
disastrous  sequence. 

For  Australia's  captain.  Allan

Test  of  reasonableness  Interpreting  entry  rules

Richard  Hadlee,  whose  IS 
wickets  for  New  Zealand  at 
Brisbane  demolished  Australia 
almost  singlehandedly.  is  a  cricketer 
whose  best  performances  come  when 
he  has  something  to  prove. 
According  to  colleagues  with 
Nottinghamshire,  his  best  feats 
invariably  follow,  either  when  he  has 
set  himself  a  private  statistical 
target,  or  if  he  feels  slighted  by 
something  die  opposition  nave  said 
or  done. 

Last  year,  with  Nottinghamshire, 
be  achieved  the  first  seasonable 
double  or  1.000  runs  and  100 
wickets  in  English  cricket  since 
1967. 

Clive  Rice,  the  county's  captain, 
lighthearted  I  y  suggested  in  May 
tiiat  the  New  Zealander  should  aim 
for  999  runs  and  99  wickets. 
Hadlee's  imagination  and  pride  were 
stirred  and  he  decided  to  go  for  the 
double.  All  season,  he  meticulously 
kept  a  file  on  his  performances  and 
his  forthcoming  opponents,  and  by 
late  August  be  had  reached  his 
target. 

Hadlee,  one  of  five  sons  of  Walter 


Hadlee,  a  former  New  Zealand  Test 
captain,  three  of  whom  played 
representative  cricket,  joined  Not¬ 
tinghamshire  by  chance  in  1978. 
The  county  briefly  sacked  Rice  after 
the  Sooth  African  joined  Kerry 
Packer  and  after  a  tip  from  Mike 
Turner,  the  Leicestershire  secretary, 
that  Hadlee  was  looking  for  a 
comity,  Nottinghamshire  ap¬ 
proached  him. 

When  Nottinghamshire  re¬ 
instated  Rice,  the  comity  found 
themselves  with  two  of  the  world's 
leading  all-rounders,  who  have  since 
helped  them  to  numerous  successes 
in  recent  seasons. 

Hadlee  takes  his  benefit  next 
summer,  so  who  knows  what  targets  . 
he  wQl  set  himself  for  1986.  Hadlee  j 
is  very  much  Iris  own  man  and  upset 
some  people  in  New  Zealand  when 
he  declined  to  tour  Pakistan  two 
years  ago  because  he  felt  the  need  to 
rest 

In  West  Indies  last  March,  he 
became  the  sixth  player  and  the  first 
New  Zealander  to  complete  2,000 
runs  and  200  wickets  in  Test 
matches.

A  motorist,  confronted  by  an 
emergency  during  the  course  of 
driving,  should  be  j'udged  for  the 
purposes  of  a  prosecution  for 
careless  driving  under  section  3  of 
the  Road  Traffic  Act  1972  according 
to  the  test  “Was  it  reasonable  for 
him  to  have  acted  as  he  did?”  and 
not  according  ,  to  the  standard  of 
perfection  yielded  by  hindsight. 

The  Queen’s  Bench  Divisional 
Court  so  held  in  allowing  an  appeal 
by  way  of  case  stated  by  Glvn  Jones 
against  the  dismissal  on  February 
12.  1985  by  Judge  Sir  Ian  Lewis 
sitting  with  justices  at  Bristol  Crown 
Court  of  his  appeal  against  his 
conviction  by  the  Yate  Justices  on 
September  19.  1984  for  driving 
without  due  care  and  attention 
contrary  to  section  3  of  the  1972 
Act.

MR  JUSTICE  KENNEDY  said 
that  at  about  midnight  on  August  5. 

1 9S3  the  defendant  had  been 
driving  an  articulated  lorry  with  a 
cargo  or  hay  westbound  on  the  M4 
motorway  when  his  lights  failed.  He 
was  unveiling  at  a  speed  between  52 
and  57  miles  per  hour.  He 
immediately  pulled  over  on  to  the 
hard  shoulder  and  collided  with  an  - 
unlit  vehicle. 

The  issue  before  the  crown  court 
was  whether  the  standard  of  care  to 
be  expected  of  a  lorry  driver  in  the 
position  of  the  defendant  had  been 
exhibited. 

The  court  had  held  that  he  should 
have  braked  and  slowed  down 


before  turning  onto  the  hard 
shoulder,  and  should  have  switched 
on  lire  hazard  warning  lights. 

Those  steps  would  have  brought 
the  defendant  into  breach  of 
motorway  and  lighting  regulations 
and  .of  the  Highway  Code,  which 
stated  that  in  an  emergency  caused 
by  breakdown  or  mechanical  defect 
die  driver  of  the  afflicted  vehicle 
should  as  soon  as  was  .practicable, 
drive  os  to  the  hard  shoulder,  that* 
headlamps  should  be  kept  illami- 
naied  while  the  vehicle  was  in 
motion,  and-  that  hazard  fights 
should  not  be  used  unless  the 
vehide  was  stationary.  - 

It  was  not  suggested  that  the 
defendant  should  have  been  aware 
of  any  obstruction  on  the  highway 
or  on  the  hard  shoulder  when  he 
took  the  bourse  he  did.  Had  there 
been  no  vehicle  on  the  hard 
shoulder  it  was  difficult  to  imagine 
anyone  contemplating  a  prose¬ 
cution. 

The  judge  had  not  had  sufficient 
regard  to  the  feet  that  the  defendant 
was  feeing  an  emergency.  His 
Lordship  would  allow  the  appeal. 

LORD  JUSTICE  WATKINS, 
concurring,  said  that  the  action 
suggested  by  the  judge  used  '  the 
language  of  perfection.- No  motorist 
should  be  called  upon  to  achieve 
that  standard  when  confronted  with 
an  emergency,  especially  ax  night 
when  ffis  lights  had  feiled. 

A  more  appropriate  standard  was: 
“Was  it  reasonable  in  the  dreutn- 
sianccs  for  the  motorist  to  ad  as  he 
did?"  Judged  by  that  standard  the 
defendant  should  not  have  been 
convicted.

Kit  Martin  trained  as  an  architect  and 
started  a  small  practice  in  Cambridge 
before  deciding  to  concentrate  on 
buying,  renovating  and  converting 
large,  historic  and  in  many  cases 
derelict  country  houses  -  and  this  has 
occupied  his  time- for  the  past  10 
years.  ‘ 

With  Marcus  Binney  he  wrote  The 
Country  House:  io:be  or  not  to  be. 
published  by  Save  Britain's  Heritage, 
a  practical  look  at  the  ways  in  which 
-  they  might  be  saved  by  dividing  them 
up,  without  ruining-  their  traditional 
character.  The  idea  -was  born  of  bis 
own  experience  in  tackling  the 
problems  of  grand  houses  too  large  for  ■ 
single-family  occupation,  and  became 
an  alternative  to  their  sale  for 
institutional  use. 

Mr  Martin  has  not  been  afraid  to  go 
to  the  further  parts  of  Britain  to  find 
suitable  case  for  treatment,  and  his 
latest  development  is  at  Keith  Hall, 
close  to  the  market  town  of  Inverurie 
and  16  miles  from  Aberdeen. 

It  is  not  his  first  venture  in 
Scotland.  In  1982  he  bought  Cullen 
House,  on  the  Banffshire  coast 
between  Buckie  and  Banff,  from  the 
Earl  of  Seafield  after  zt  had  been 
unoccupied  for  about  10  years.  Cullen 
House,  built  to  an  irregular  plan,  with 
towers  at  all  comers,  has  been 
coaverted  into  13  houses.  . 

Mr  Marlin's  other  work  includes 
the  Tudor  and  late-Stuart  Dingley 
Hall  in  Northamptonshire,  which  was 
a  derelict  shell  and  is  now  converted 
into  houses  and  flais;  Hasells  Hall  in 
Bedfordshire  bought  from  Francis 
Pym  after  the  family  had  failed  to  get 
permission  to  demolish  it;  and 
G union  Park.  Norfolk. 

Gun  ton  Park,  dating  from  the  18th 
century,  has  extensive  outbuildings 
and  is  in  the  final  stages  of  its  rebirth 
into  some  30  houses.  Mr  Martin  Eves 
in  one  of  the  wings  of  the  main  house.  . 

Keith  Hall,  set  in  25  acres  of 
gardens  and  surrounded  by  a  fine 
Capability  Brown  park,  is  a  Grade  A 
listed  house  of  considerable  architec¬ 
tural  and  historical  interest,  and  was 
built  in  three  periods.

The  South-West  of  England  hay  long 
been  an  attractive  part  of  the  country 
for  holidays,  but  more  recently  a 
steady  number  of  people  have  chosen 
the  area  for  second  homes  or  weekend 
cottages. 

Now,  however,  the  call  to  go  west 
appears  to  be  even  stronger,  covering 
moves  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  a  trend 
charted  by  Jeremy  Blanchard,  head  of 
the  country  house  department '  of 
Humberts. 

^  Most  of  the  demand  for  properties 
in  Devon  and  Cornwall,  Dorset  and 
Somerset;  if  not  local,  is  from  those 
moving’  west  from  the  Home  Coun¬ 
ties.  Bui  tor  the  most  persistent 
inquiry,  he  notes,  comes  from  the 
successful  professional  close  to  retire¬ 
ment,  who  wishes  to  enjoy  the 
.  country  and  decides  to  move  before 
retirement  age. 

1  Other  purchasers  are  those  seeking 
an  early  retirement  maintained  by  a 
leisure  income,  for  whom  there  are 
good  opportunities  in  Devon  and 
.  Cornwall,  and  there  is  a  small 
.  movement  westwards  for  professional 
employment  -  although  the  recession 
reduced  -these  prospects  slightly. 

•“  Sporting  -interests;  hunting  and 
shooting  in  particular,  draw  a  further 
substantial  group  of  buyers,  who  are 
likely  to  have  sold  their  previous 
house  in  a  more  populated  area  for  a 
high  price  and  can  live  in  style  in 
unspoiled  countryside. 

In  many  cases  the  buyers  are  people 
living  in  London,  but  the  overseas 
buyer  whor  until  recently  wanted  only 
to  live  in  London  is  also  increasingly 
looking  further  to  the  west. 

'  .  Mr  Blanchard  reports  that  Ameri¬ 
cans,  Middle  East  purchasers  predo¬ 
minantly  from  the  Gulf  and  Lebanon, 
and  those  front  the  Far  East  are 
joining  the  trek  teethe  west,  with  new 


interest  from  South  Africa  completing 
the  international  look. 

They  all  require  good  communi¬ 
cations.  of  course,  winch  is  one  of  the 
reasons  for  the  increasing  attraction  of 
the  area.  Road,  rail. and  air  links  have 
all  improved.  Apart  from  the  faster 
trains,  which  take  less  than  four  hours 
to  London  from  Bodmin  and  two  or, 
three  hours  from  Taunton,  London's, 
airports  are  just  one  hour  from- 
Newquay  and  Exeter. 

The  influx  of  outsiders  brings  with 
it  the  demand  for  particular  proper¬ 
ties  -  Mr  Blanchard  says  the  demand 
for  the  compact  Georgian  house  is 
unsurpassed.  That  is  scarcely  sur¬ 
prising.  At  the  same  time,  larger 
mansion  houses,  which  20  years  ago1 
might  .have  been  demolished,  are  now 
being  convened,  and  the  demand  for 
flats  in  such  properties,  often  with  thei 
benefit  of  large  grounds,  tor  exceeds! 
supply. 

An  alternative  to  the  traditional  i 
holiday  cottage,  with  the  need  to 
maintain  it  and  its  garden,  which  can 
be  a  worry,  is  a  flat  by  the  sea,  where 
the  popularity  of  sailing  and  windsurf¬ 
ing  creates  extra  demand.  Humberts 
is  at  present  selling  flats  in  two 
waterside  developments. 

The  former  Salcombe  Hotel  has 
been  converted  into  luxury  fiats.  The 
property  overlooks  the  Salcombe 
estuary  and  the  flats  range  in  price 
from  £35.000  to  £135,000..  In 
Plymouth,  Harbourside  Court  on  the 
historic  Barbican  looks  on  to  the 
yacht  moorings  and  is  dose  to  the 
Hoe.  Flats  in  this  conversion  cost 
£30,000  to  £110,000. 

For  those  for  whom  even  the  most{ 
compact  Georgian  bouse  may  be  too 
expensive,  flats  in  this  price  range  are 
a  realistic  possibility  for  the  westward 
immigrants.-
